On January 7, 1975 the Board of Selectmen accepted the 
keys to the new Municipal Garage located on Providence 
Street. The Highway Surveyor has moved the Highway De- 
partment operation from River Street to the new facility. 
The Selectmen congratulate the Municipal Garage Committee 
for their diligent work throughout the construction process. 


On February 4, 1975 Leon A. Woodward, Chairman of 
the Board of Assessors, tendered his resignation due to 
health reasons, to the Town Clerk and Board of Selectmen. 
The Board of Selectmen accepted Mr. Woodward’s resigna- 
tion with regret and commended Mr. Woodward for his years 
of dedicated service to the Town of Millbury. Mrs. Bertina 
Army was appointed, on April 8, 1975, to fill the unexpired 
term held by Mr. Woodward. 


On February 11, 1975 the Industrial Development Com- 
mission requested that the Board of Selectmen create an ad- 
visory committee to help coordinate development information 
between departments dealing with the various aspects of de- 
velopment. After due consideration the Town Development 
Coordinating Committee was established. This advisory 
committee disseminates development information to Town 
Boards, commissions, and officials. The T.D.C.C. is also a 
forum where potential commercial, retail, industrial or resi- 
dential developers may meet representatives of the various 
Town offices with whom he will deal. 


Bids for police cruisers and various pieces of highway 
equipment were awarded on April 22, 1975 pending Town 
Meeting approval. Bids went to: G.M.C. Day Brothers, Inc. 
of Auburn for a dump truck; State Equipment Corporation 
of Shrewsbury for an articulated front end loader; E. J. 
Bleiler Equipment Corporation of Needham Heights for an 
automatic sand spreader; and United Chevrolet, Inc. of Wor- 
cester for two (2) station wagon police cruisers. 


Millbury’s Annual Town Election held on May 10, 1975 
filled two new positions on the Millbury Board of Selectmen. 
Thomas J. Fox, Jr. of Braney Road was elected to fill a two 
year seat and Paul Kollios of Marion Avenue was elected to 
fill a one year position. 


The Annual Town Meeting’s first session held May 3, 
1975 began work on a ninety-three (93) article warrant. Six 
additional meeting sessions were called before the Town’s 
Annual Meeting was completed. In order to more easily but 
no less effectively perform the annual meeting function, 
street light petitions will no longer be placed on the warrant. 
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Also, the Annual Town Meeting per a December 6, 1975 Spe- 
cial Town Meeting vote will be moved to the first Saturday 
in April. 


The months of April, May and June were collective bar- 
gaining contract settlement months. Agreements were 
reached with the Highway—Sewer—Landfill bargaining unit 
and the Police Association. Problems in departmental com- 
munication relative to contract issues and settlement appear 
to have been worked out. The Highway contract for fiscal 
year ’76 has brought public works employees more into line 
with what other communities pay similar help. 


On June 8, 1975 the Selectmen signed formal Police 
Service Mutual Aid Agreements with the Towns of Grafton, 
Sutton and Auburn. These agreements formalize the custom- 
ary public safety back-up system, its policies, and its pro- 
cedures. 


As was reported last year Massachusetts has a new law 
to ensure high quality Emergency Medical Care through 
regulation of Ambulances and Ambulance Service. The Se- 
lectmen received a report from Millbury’s Ambulance Study 
Committee on June 17, 1975. The Selectmen wish to publicly 
thank the Study Committee for an excellent report. Some de- 
cision will be made in the near future as to the direction 
Millbury’s Ambulance Service will take. 


Probably the most significant undertaking of the Board 
of Selectmen during 1975 was the organization of the Task 
Force for Millbury Center Development. Beginning in June 
this Task Force has worked to promulgate some general de- 
velopment policies, zoning changes, and improvements in 
Millbury’s Central Business District. Sub-committees of this 
Task Force have made specific recommendations concerning 
buildings, streets, sidewalks, parks, monuments, shrubs, 
available land, signs, lighting and other aspects of center im- 
provement. A Development Proposal has been prepared by 
Girard Associates of Needham which has served as a catalyst 
for discussion and Task Force activity. On October 8, 1975 
the Selectmen were informed that Millbury would receive a 
$15,000.00 grant from the Department of Community Af- 
fairs, Office of Local Assistance. This grant is in the form of 
technical assistance and will help the Task Force to complete 
its wor 


In addition to the Annual Town Meeting, three Special 
Town Meetings were held during 1975: August 18, 1975, Sep- 
tember 29, 1975, and December 6, 1975. Quorums were al- 
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ways a problem, please take your responsibility to attend 
these meetings seriously. 


The Selectmen have adopted or are in the process of 
adopting several policy changes which will promote efficiency 
and effectiveness within our Town Government. Significant 
among the changes are Committee, Board, Commission, and 
positional appointment procedures which have been re-eval- 
uated. Also, regular meetings with the Fire Engineers and 
reports from the Police Chief will improve coordination and 
communication. 


Finally, the Selectmen conducted regular meetings on 
Tuesday evenings throughout the year following a fixed 
agenda. The Board was willing at all times to listen to items 
of business brought before it by citizens collectively or in- 
dividually and to representatives of business located within 
the Town. Extra meetings for special matters weire some- 
times required. The Board also attended County amd State 
Selectmen’s Association meetings in addition to their indi- 
vidually assigned committee or association responsibilities 
such as Transportation Planning Action Group (C.M.R.P.C.), 
Worcester Regional Transit Authority, Worcester Area Man- 
power Planning Council, and the Upper Blackstone Waste- 
water Treatment negotiation team. 


The Selectmen wish to express their appreciation to all 
elected and appointed officials and all the Millbury Town 
employees for their cooperation throughout the year.

The Industrial Development Commission has been in the 
process of reviewing all land that is currently zoned indus- 
trial. The reason for doing this is to re-evaluate the zoning 
done years ago with the needs and priorities of today and the 
future. We are attempting to take a realistic look at each 
site and see if it has the basic requirements for industrial 
development. Much of the land has limitations because of: 
flood plain restrictions, lack of sewerage and water, other de- 
velopment having taken place, expensive site preparation 
and other factors. 


The Commission has joined the Worcester Area Cham- 
ber of Commerce in order to avail themselves of their ex- 
pertise and insights into the process of industria] develop- 
ment. 


The Commission has also acted upon a need it has felt 
for some time. We requested that a Town Development Co- 
ordinating Commission, made up of a representative of each 
town board or department directly involved in town develop- 
ment, be formed. It was agreed upon and has been in opera- 
tion since March 1975. We see this Commission as providing 
a well-balanced approach to the future development of the 
town.

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Report of Tree Warden and 
Superintendent of Insect Pest Control 


To the Citizens of Millbury and Honorable Board of Select- 
men: 


Twenty-five Norway Maple, 10 Skyline Locust, and 10 
Marshall Ash were planted along town streets in 1975. I have 
had a great deal of success with Norway Maple dry rooted 
(this means there is no soil on the roots and is by far the 
cheapest way to transplant, this cannot be done with some 
species). Maple and Ash are now causing a problem because 
the chemical used for ice and snow removal will kill these 
trees. Maple and Ash can still be planted; but, location be- 
comes very important. I am still looking for a hardier species 
that is within our price range, I priced Pin Oak, but, they 
cost too much. 


Arbor Day was a great success, I advertised that we 
would distribute 500 Scotch Pine seedlings in the center of 
town with a limit of four to a person. The turn-out was un- 
believable, we gave out all the seedlings in less than one-half 
hour. The natural reseeding of trees in this day and age is 
far below what they were in days past. I firmly believe the 
amount of trees planted each year have to be increased, even 
in a year of austerity, I hope to plant and give out more trees 
for planting this year. 


Extensive pruning and limbing of street trees were car- 
ried out this year. Roadside trees cut down and removed for 
disposal: 69 Elm, 40 Maple, 35 Ash, 12 Cherry, 9 Oak, 9 Pine, 
8 Poplar, 2 White Birch, 2 Hickory, and 1 Weeping Willow. 
These trees varied in size, all were diseased, and many were 
very dangerous. 


Brush was cut and chipped along most town roads by a 
combination of the Highway Department and the Tree De- 
partment. Most of these streets were then sprayed to control 
this brush with very good results. Extensive spraying for 
poison ivy was done with very good success in 1975. 


I would like to thank all the Departments and the Citi- 
zens of Millbury for their help and cooperation this year and 
in past years.

Report of Safety Officer for 1975 


onthe Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Mill- 
ury: 


All Safety programs and instructions presented through- 
out the year in our School system were approved by the 
Chief of Police and Superintendent of Schools with the co- 
operation of Principals and teachers in each respective school. 


We had a Bicycle Safety inspection program in conjunc- 
tion with the V.F.W. Ladies Aux. ‘“‘Lite-a-Bike Safety Pro- 
gram. 


It was held in three different places—Saturday May 24th 
in parking lot at rear of Municipal Building—Saturday June 
7 at V.F.W. parking lot on So. Main St. and Saturday June 14 
at Dorothy Pond School playground. 


I wish to thank the Aux. Police members under the 
leadership of Capt. Ralph Orcutt and members of the V.F.W. 
Ladies Aux. for making this program a success. 


We had a few bicycle accidents during the year caused 
by the same carelessness as before, bikes too large for the 
child, riding two on a bike, hitting the curb, riding unsafe 
bikes, riding on the wrong side of the road, (ride with or in 
the same direction as the traffic, on right side of the road). 
Do not ride against the traffic. 


I have attended 24 Safety Meetings during the year, 12 
during the day and 12 evening sessions in various cities and 
towns throughout the State. Safety meetings were to in- 
struct, inform and help the Safety Officer do a better job for 
his own community It also familiarizes the Safety Officer 
with State and Federal programs available. 
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SCHOOL CROSSING GUARDS 


We have ten adult Crossing Guards stationed at our 
busiest intersections throughout the Town who are doing a 
tremendous job of teaching Safety and protecting our child- 
ren going to or coming from school. 


The cost of your Crossing Guards has been well worth it 
this year. 


A six year old child was walking to school and crossed 
at Main and Grove Streets under the watchful eye of the 
Crossing Guard stationed there. The usual good morning and 
little talk took place, then the child continued towards school 
on the sidewalk. As she was passing the driveway to Hilltop 
Store she dropped the books she was carrying. It was windy 
and cold. At the same time that a car was backing out of the 
parking lot, the child was on her hands and knees trying to 
recover what was to her, her most important articles. The 
cars rear wheels came within inches of the child, unknown 
to the driver who could not see her. The Crossing Guard made 
a fifteen yard dash and scooped up the child just in time. 
She brushed the child off and let her go on her way to school. 
The Crossing Guard returned to her post. The operator of the 
vehicle sat there for a while recuperating from his near 
tragedy. He later called and reported it to me. 


“BLOCK MOTHER” program was doing well—but lack 
of interest caused it to go way down and is about to dissolve 
unless the mothers contact the officers and request rejuvena- 
tion of the organization. 


“GREEN PENNANT” program is still active but needs 
more attention and interest by everyone to make it a real 
success. 


Another one of our most sincere and faithful Crossing 
Guards has retired, Mrs. Eva Hairyes has been a familar 
figure at Center School, Elm St., and West Main St., for 13 
years. Always ready to help anyone—she always gave the 
children her best attention and loving care. We all wish you 
the in health and many years of happiness in your retire- 
ment. 


“MARKING OF ROADS, CROSSWALKS, SCHOOL ZONES” 


This program has expanded this year, Mr. James Little 
has taken over the entire project and has done a good job. 
47 Crosswalks — 18 Stop Lines — 5 School Zones and 9 miles 
of center road (lines) were painted. 
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In conclusion J wish to thank everyone who helped, suj- 
ported and cooperated in administering instructions and guid- 
ance to our children in all Safety Programs. Let’s keep Mill- 
bury the Safest Town in Worcester County.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of 
the Town of Millbury, we respectfully submit our Annual 
Town Report for the year ending 1975. 


Major goals of the Commission achieved during this 
year were: 


1. Consummated the Sutton Agreement. 

2. Town meeting appropriotion of $67,000.00 to start 
engineering for +3 below. 

38. State and Federal money has been allocated to ex- 
pand the present system to possibly include Park 
Hill and Holiday Hill areas. 

4. Septic contract will be negotiated with the Upper 
Blackstone Water Pollution Abatement District to 
dispose of Millbury’s domestic septics. 

5. Connected twenty-six houses which exceeds last 
year’s construction by six units. 

6. Expanded present system to include Farnsworth 
Court, upper end of Linda Avenue, Orchard Street, 
Railroad Court, and will construct on William Street 
by early spring.

For the Year 1975 


The Council On Aging is glad to report continued gradu- 
al progress and success with respect to programs and services 
for the elderly in Millbury. 


Bus Service: Aside from services developed over the last 
three years, we were pleased to bring about a rerouting of 
the busses to the elderly housing facilities, and half-fare 
prices for bus service for senior citizens. Since this program 
started last summer, Director Joan Hagstrom has issued 
12.640 tickets for reducted rates. We are grateful to the 
Selectmen and their Chairman for their assistance and sup- 
port in this regard. 


The periodic bus trips to various malls and shopping 
plazas was augmented with weekly food-shopping runs, 
thanks to the Millbury school department’s offer of the use 
of their minibus. However, because of student’s needs and 
hours, the vehicle might not be available for us anymore. 


Senior Center: The big item of 1975 has been the open- 
ing of Millbury’s Senior Center at 8 South Main Street. It 
ovened during the summer and was officially dedicated in 
October by Congressman Early, other dignitaries, and many 
senior citizens. Since then, activity and use within the “‘Cen- 
ter’ have grown. 


Director Joan Hagstrom has developed the following 
schedule for hours when the ‘Center’ is open and she is 
available:

CHAPTER 200-1 


This project is no longer considered by Department of 
Community Affairs as a “Veteran’s Project.” 


This project remains fully occupied at the end of its 25th 
year. During the course of the year, three refrigerators were 
replaced, All other repairs were considered routine mainten- 
ance. 
Mr. Stephen Whitkowski and Mrs. Nancy George repre- 
sent The Tenants’ Grievance Association in the 200-1 project. 


PROJECT 667-1 (Elderly) 


This project remains fully occupied at the end of its 17th 
year.

Report of the Building Inspector 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I hereby submit the Annual Report of the Inspector of 
Buildings and Zoning Agent duly appointed by you, for the 
period ending December 31, 1975. 


As you read further, you’ll find that Building Permits 
issued have been on the decrease. New housing starts have 
been holding their own, but the cost of the improvements 
have gone up due to the inflationary period, and also due to 
the fact that more expensive types of dwellings are being 
constructed. Two particular permits for single family dwell- 
ings have a combined total estimated cost of approximately 
$200,000. Also, the valuations of additions and alterations 
to residential property has increased. 


One area that the economic slow-down showed up was in 
the permits issued for additions and alterations to industry 
and business. Cost of improvements have declined by 66‘¢ 
and permits issued by about 50%. 


pie 


Even though there has been a decrease in Building Per- 
mits issued, the work load of this office has increased 100 
fold. Due to the fact that as of January 1, 1975 the new State 
Building Code became effective and all local codes were abol- 
ished. With this new code in effect, this office is now respon- 
sible for all annual inspections and periodic inspections for 
which the State Department of Public Safety was responsible 
such as schools, churches, nursing homes, day care centers, 
places of assembly over 400 capacity and multi-family dwell- 
ings which never before needed certification. With this added 
work load you will alSo see an increase in fees collected. This 
will not only include fees for Building Permits, but also fees 
for issuing Inspection Certificates that once were issued by 
the State Department of Public Safety. 


Because of the added work load this department asked 
that an assistant be appointed. His name is Rene Morin, 162 
Millbury Avenue. He has been assisting me in the past year 
and without compensation. In the past year over 400 inspec- 
tions, including investigations of complaints, zoning viola- 
tions and consultations and meetings with prospective build- 
ers were made. 


It is coming to the time when this town should start to 
consider making this appointment full time. In combination 
with another related job, it would in time pay for itself. 
Presently the Inspector of Buildings assists the Board of 
Selectmen in enforcing the Millbury Zoning By-Laws. With 
other related duties added, this department feels that the 
full service to which residents of the Town of Millbury are 
entitled would be greatly provided and be appreciated. It just 
can’t be done with part of the office being operated from home 
and the other part from the Municipal Office Building. 


In relation to the Zoning Agent’s appointment, this of- 
fice has processed 30 zoning applications; 17 of which were 
refused by this office and Board of Appeals hearings were 
held. There were many inquiries in regard to our zoning re- 
quirements. Also the normal amount of zoning complaints 
ang Moan were processed by the Board of Selectmen and 

is office. 


In the past year, this department has moved its offices 
in with the Board of Health. The Board of Health has been 
very cooperative in this move and I want to thank William 
Caron and Walter Weldon publicly. Also Mrs. Nancy LeClaire, 
the Secretary of the Board of Health. 


With this year coming to an end, I hope this office ean 
better service the citizens of the Town of Millbury. Also I 
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would like to thank every department for their help and co- 
operation in this past year,

In January 1975, we were stunned and saddened by the 
sudden and untimely death of our Chairman, Robert A. 
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Boucher. We promised ourselves and one another that we 
would do all in our power to continue the work to which he 
was dedicated, 


Throughout the past year, we have tried to, and believe 
that we have succeeded in treating every person with whom 
we have come in contact, fairly, honestly and impartially. 
We have investigated numerous complaints. We have inter- 
vened in situations which violated the provisions of the Wet- 
land Protection Act. We have posted land under our jurisdic- 
tion. 


The Commission has not acquired any additional land 
for Conservation. Negotiations which were in progress at the 
end of 1974 have not been completed. One person has prom- 
ised to donate land, but not in the immediate future. 


Last year, we urged anyone who wished to sell or donate 
land for Conservation to so inform us. Last year, we urged 
anyone interested in a Conservation Restriction which, in 
addition to insuring a property owner that the integrity of 
his land will be maintained in perpetuity, provides inheri- 
tance, real estate and income tax advantages. No one replied. 


Once again, we ask all Millbury residents to help us find, 
acquire and preserve some natural land for themselves and 
their posterity.

The Millbury Planning Board respectfully submits its an- 
nual report for the year ending December 31, 1975. 


There were 24 meetings held and the attendance was as 
follows:

Mr J. Todd Miles, the newest member of the Planning 
Board, replaced Mr. Robert Chaleki in May. Mr. Miles’ exper- 
tise in oe construction field makes him a valuable asset to 
the Board. 


We are sorry to report that Mr. John D’Ambra has re- 
signed from the Board because of personal reasons effective 
on November 7, 1975. A substitute is currently being sought. 


This years amendments in the Zoning By-law concerning 
fences, residential social service facilities, swimming pools 
and dwelling equivalents were passed at the 1975 Annual 
Town Meeting. Because proposed revisions in Section 44 
“Open Space Community” of the Zoning By-laws were de- 
feated by town meetings in 1975, the Planning Board is 
working on a new set of revisions that will be brought before 
the Annual Town Meeting in 1976. This new proposal if 
adopted, will define the procedures and requirements of an 
Open Space Community so that the intent of the existing 
By-law is better realized. 


The Board is also working on revisions in the zoning re- 
strictions in the Business A. district. It is felt that the exist- 
ing zoning requirements would inhibit any future develop- 
ment from occurring in Millbury Center. 


Work on drainage articles submitted for the 1976 Town 
Meeting occurs as usual. Because of the large number of 
drainage problems in the town, the Board continues to put 
emphasis on the drainage of new subdivisions. 
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Mr. Ed Darzen resigned from the position of Planning 
Assistant to take on a new position at Cullinan Engineering 
Company, Inc. He was replaced by Mr. Kevin Mischler, a re- 
cent graduate of Worcester Polytechnic Institute. 


Gerard Trottier and Kevin Mischler attended the annual 
M.A.C.D. seminar held this year at the Pleasant Valley 
Country Club. Topics and problems in land use planning were 
discussed by various state, regional and local officials. Also, 
Robert Doud and Gerard Trottier attended a zoning workshop 
that was held at Leicester Junior College. 


The Planning Board meets every second and fourth Mon- 
day of each month at 7:00 P.M. in the Planning Board room 
of the Municipal Office Building. Any person is invited to get 
on the agenda of any meeting to discuss any Planning or 
Zoning related topic of interest.

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Report of the Millbury Public Library 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Millbury, Massachusetts 


We herewith submit our annual report for the year 1975. 
The report of the Librarian is included. 
To the Trustees: 


As Librarian of Millbury Public Library, I submit the 
following report: 


During the year 1975, the library was open 287 days. 
Since July, the library has been opening at 10:00 a.m. every 
day rather than 12:00 noon, for a total of fifty hours per 
week during the winter and forty-two and a half during the 
summer because of Saturday closings. 


The total number of books added to our collection was 
2404 (741 were donated paperbacks) : 


Fiction 373 
Juvenile 421 
Non-fiction 869 
Paperbacks 741 


These above additions bring the total library holdings to 
14,709. This figure is, however, an estimate and a complete 
inventory is planned for 1976. 


The circulation statistics for the year 1975 are as 
follows:

The total circulation for the year was 39,648, an increase 
over the year 1974 of 43%. Contributing to this increase is 
the use made by Millbury Public Library of the Central 
Massachusetts Regional Library System. During 1975, 207 
Interlibrary Loan requests were fulfilled by the Regional Of- 
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fice and 148 films borrowed from the Film Library for use by 
Millbury Public Library, area schools, and local organiza- 
tions. Because of the Bookmobile which stops every seven or 
eight weeks, we are able to loan to our patrons such items as 
records, 8-track tapes, cassette-and-book sets, art prints, 
posters, and games, thus broadening the scope of the li- 
brary’s interests. 


During the summer of 1975, Millbury Public Library un- 
derwent a number of changes. The exterior trim of the li- 
brary was painted in June, while the interior was painted in 
July and August. The shelves which had lined the walls for 
so many years were removed to the basement and new, lower 
shelves were built to accommodate our books. In conjunction 
with the painting, our shelves were weeded of books no 
longer popular and those books were moved to the basement. 
The library is now divided into a Reference Area, Children’s 
Area, and stacks, thereby alleviating the sometimes crowded 
conditions. 


Our most successful program, Pre-school Story Hour, ran 
from January through the beginning of June and from Sep- 
tember through December. With the help of the Millbury Ele- 
mentary Mother’s Club, who donates money for supplies, and 
the volunteer readers who run the story hours in conjunction 
with library staff, we were able to serve approximately one 
hundred pre-schoolers. From January until June, there were 
about forty-five children in the program. The sessions were 
Tuesdays, Wednesdays, and Fridays at 10:00 a.m. The volun- 
teer readers were Collette Walsh, Beverly Gannon, Kathy 
Bird, Terry Mattus, Mary Clark, Patricia Wade, Mary Ann 
Dube, Paula Schraffa, Joan Hoel, Paula Rigero, Linda Blom- 
gren, and Winnie Finneran. From September to December, 
four sessions — Tuesdays at 10:00 a.m., Wednesdays at 9:30 
a.m. and 11:00 a.m., and Fridays at 10:00 a.m. — were set up 
to accommodate seventy-two youngsters. The volunteer read- 
ers for these sessions were Kathy Pelkey, Virginia O’Leary, 
Patricia Wassell, Rosemarie White, Karen Kiesner, Jane 
Wackell, Claudia Huchowski, Janet McGee, Kandy Pelchat, 
Ellen Thompson, Holly Oliveri, Paula Bunevith, Diane 
Muzzy, Patricia Wade, Mary Clark, Mary Ann Dube, Ethel 
Pierce, Jo Anne Patrie, Aileen Watts, Joan Hagstrom, Chris- 
tine Bott, Beverly Russell, Sandra Bergeron, and Gay Will- 
marth. In December, the Millbury Elementary Mother’s Club 
sponsored two performances of ‘The Hare and the Tortoise,” 
a puppet show put on by the Pumpernickel Theater, which 
the pre-schoolers thoroughly enjoyed. 


Throughout the year, the library ran several activities 
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for children: a Checkers Tournament in February, library 
orientation programs for school groups and after-school 
groups, and film programs, of which our most popular was 
ye viewing of “King Kong” by approximately ninety young- 
sters. 


During National Library Week in April, the library ran 
its annual Book Fair for one week. Nearly all of the books 
sold were donated to the library by patrons. The proceeds 
amounted to $115, which was used to purchase a record bin, 
a coffee urn, and posters for the Children’s Area. 


Our summer activities for children included a special 
Pre-school Story Hour, attended by forty children for seven 
weeks; a weekly film festival, and a ScrapCraft session for 
children in elementary school. Also, during the summer sev- 
eral friends of the library helped us to make furniture for our 
dollhouse. Finally, for adults, there were three or four craft 
demonstrations by some of our patrons. 


At Christmastime, the library had a Christmas Work- 
shop for interested patrons. Library staff and friends dis- 
played and demonstrated some easy-to-make, inexpensive 
items to decorate the house and Christmas tree for the holi- 
day season. The highlight of the season was a demonstration 
of wreath-making by Mrs. Paula Bunevith. 


These special programs are offered in addition to the 
regular services of Millbury Public Library: reference serv- 
ice, Interlibrary Loan, film bookings, reader’s advisor, dis- 
plays, a monthly list of newly purchased books, film pro- 
grams at Smith Nursing Home and Pine Grove Villa Nursing 
Home, book deposits at the elderly housing projects, and a 
weekly column in the “Millbury Journal” entitled “Book 
Nook.”

Veterans Warned of Deadline on Dental Care Program 


President Ford’s May 7 proclamation which ended the 
Viet Nam War period did not end the one-year post-service 
opportunity for veterans to get free dental care from the 
Veterans Administration, according to the VA officials. 


The VA says that veterans with an honorable discharge 
or retirement papers have one (1) year from separation to 
apply. 

Some veterans have special eligibility for continuing VA 
treatment beyond the one-year limitation. These include vet- 
erans receiving VA compensation for dental conditions, vet- 
erans whose dental conditions resulted from combat wounds 
or service injuries, those who were prisoners-of-war and 
those who have a dental condition which is determined by 
VA to be aggravating a service-connected medical disability.

Report of the 
Blackstone Valley Vocational 
Regional District School Committee 


DAY PROGRAM 
A. September 1974 
1. Enrollment 


In September we started our ninth year of operation 
with 124 seniors, 131 juniors, 160 sophomores and 186 fresh- 
men for a total of 601 pupils. The number of boys from each 
of the towns was as follows: 59 from Bellingham, 28 from 
Blackstone, 23 from Douglas, 74 from Grafton, 23 from Hope- 
dale, 18 from Mendon, 82 from Milford, 81 from Millbury, 9 
from Millville, 87 from Northbridge, 34 from Sutton, 29 from 
Upton and 54 from Uxbridge. 


2. Exploratory Program 
This year, based upon the experience of the previous 
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years, we again decided to have all freshmen spend the en- 
tire first semester in their assigned department, with the un- 
derstanding that all students who were not sure that they 
were in the right department would be given the opportunity 
to explore other departments of their choice during the sec- 
ond semester. Less than 10% of the freshmen asked to go 
into the exploratory program, which clearly indicates that the 
at majority of them were satisfied with their original 
choice. 


3. Cafeteria 


Our cafeteria staff continued to do an outstanding job for 
the students of our school. Once again our cafeteria was rated 
in the top ten in Massachusetts by the Massachusetts Bureau 
of Nutrition Education and School Food Services. The most 
meaningful rating is the extent of pupil participation. Our 
students participated to the extent of 136%, while the aver- 
age participation throughout the state was 68%. To para- 
phrase an old saying — “the proof of the rating is in the 
eating.” 


4. Lincoln Arc Welding Foundation Awards 


For the seventh successive year, Blackstone Valley Tech 
has finished first in the entire United States in awards won 
by its students in the annual Lincoln Arc Welding Foundation 
contest. 


Competing with hundreds of high schools throughout the 
country, six Valley Tech students won a total of $1100 in 
prize money for themselves and the school. They won a Sec- 
ond National Grand Award and three Regional Awards. 


The Lincoln Electric Company created the James F. Lin- 
coln Arc Welding Foundation in 1936 to encourage interest 
and study in are welding. The Foundation sponsors the Arc 
Welding Awards annually for full-time high school, technical 
or vocational school students in the United States 19 years 
old or younger. This award program offers an opportunity to 
compete for the best written reports describing arc welded 
school shop projects. The entry must not be more than 25 
pages in length and should contain detailed descriptions of 
the operations, all necessary calculations, photographs, 
sketches and drawings.

5. Cooperative Training Program for Seniors 


The Cooperative Training Program is for seniors who 
have been certified by their instructors as being qualified to 
perform the work of their specialty in a highly satisfactory 
manner. This program involved on-the-job training during 
the time that the student would ordinarily be in his school 
shop. 


A student works in industry under close supervision for 
three weeks and then returns to school for three weeks. 
When the student returns to school, a second student goes to 
work for the same employer doing the same type of work. 
These two students work as a team so that the employer al- 
ways has one skilled student working for him throughout the 
senior year. 


Cooperative students must be paid wages during the 
work-weeks at the cooperating establishment reasonably 
comparable to those paid to other persons doing similar work 
in the same company. While the students work the same 
hours and under the same conditions as other employees, 
they are legally considered as members of our student body 
rather than employees in the usual sense of the word. 


_ We feel that this program is very successful because it 
gives our seniors an opportunity to get on-the-job training 
while they are still in school and at the same time it provides 
an employer an opportunity to have the services of a young 
man who has both skill and technical knowledge. The ma- 
jority of the seniors became full-time employees of the co- 
operating companies upon graduation. 
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ADULT TRAINING PROGRAMS 
1. Evening Trade Extension Courses 


The fix-t session of the 1974 Evening Adult Program 
-tarted October 7, 1974. These classes are open to persons 
over 16 years of age who are not attending school and who 
can show evidence of trade contact with the specific training 
desired. The following courses were offered: Auto Body Re- 
pair, Automotive Technology, Mill and House Carpentry, 
Electronics, Electrical, Machine Shop, Metal Fabrication, 
Plant Maintenance, Machine Drafting, Graphic Arts (Print- 
ing), Plumbing, and Blueprint Reading. 405 adults were en- 
rolled in the first session. 


The second session of the Evening Adult Program 
started January 6, 1975. The same courses as above were 
offered and 398 adults were enrolled. 


2. Manpower Development and Training Program 


This program was organized for unemployed young men 
under the provisions of the Manpower Development and 
Training Act. It was developed with the cooperation of the 
Milford Ancillary Manpower Planning Board and is designed 
to train tool machine set-up operators. During the summer 
this program operated from 8:00 A.M. to 4:30 P.M. and dur- 
ing the school year it operated from 3:30 P.M. to 10:00 P.M. 
This program is provided at no cost to the member towns 
inasmuch as it is financed entirely with federal funds. 


3. Massachusetts Firefighting Academy 


During the past year we have cooperated with the Mass- 
achusetts Firefighting Academy by providing space and 
equipment during weekends and evenings in order to train 
members of the local fire departments. The following courses 
prcate reds Fire Service Training, Electricity, and Aerial 
Ladders. 


SECOND ADDITION TO VALLEY TECH 


The completion of the second addition to our school has 
increased our capacity from 520 to 800 students. Due to 
shortages of materials and strikes the new addition was not 
ready in September of 1974 as we had expected. However 
through the cooperation of the students, faculty, and staff, 
we were able to operate in a satisfactory manner in spite of 
incomplete facilities. We now have all new programs fully 
operative and will have everything ready in all areas for 
September of 1975. 
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PUPIL SELECTION FOR THE FALL OF 1975 


As a result of the change in the Agreement Between 
The Member Towns to allow our school to provide vocational 
education for both boys and girls, our enrollment program 
was redesigned to encourage girls as well as boys to apply 
for admission to our school. 


During the months of January and February all the 
schools in the member towns were visited by the Director of 
Guidance in order to give information to both boys and girls 
in the eighth grade about programs that are offered at the 
Blackstone Valley Regional Vocational Technical School. 


At a later date, applicants from the various towns were 
brought to the school so that they could visit each of the de- 
partments and actually see the programs in operation. During 
the day they were given a series of aptitude tests involving 
verbal reasoning, numerical ability, mechanical reasoning, 
abstract reasoning and spatial relations. The scores on the 
above tests and the information sheet provided by the send- 
ing school were evaluated in order to produce a profile of each 
applicant’s characteristics. Each applicant’s profile was re- 
corded in a compilation sheet which served to identify the 
most qualified students in each town. Every effort was made 
to admit the best qualified applicants in each town, to give 
them their program preference, to distribute the programs as 
equally as possible among the towns, and to select each ap- 
plicant for the program in which he appeared to have the 
best chance of success. 


This year we had a total of 456 applicants, 51 of which 
were girls and 405 were boys. Due to our new addition we 
were able to admit 242 applicants which is the largest number 
that we have admitted in our history. 26 girls and 216 boys 
were accepted but unfortunately 214 boys and girls who 
wanted to attend our school could not do so due to lack of 
space. 


SIXTH GRADUATION 


The sixth graduation of the Blackstone Valley Regional 
Vocational Technical High School was held on Sunday, June 
1, 1975. 121 seniors received both their high school diplomas 
and their vocational certificates from the chairman of our 
school committee, Herman Buma. 


In spite of the fact that this area had one of the highest 
unemployment rates in the entire state, we were very suc- 
cessful in finding jobs for our graduates. Approximately five 
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percent of our graduates joined the Armed Services and fif- 
teen percent are continuing their education at institutions of 
higher learning. 


NEAS&C ACCREDITATION 


In 1972 our school was one of the first vocational-techni- 
cal schools in New England to receive a full ten-year accredi- 
tation from the New England Association of Schools and 
Colleges. 


In order to maintain accreditation each accredited school 
must submit a two-year report describing the improvements 
that have been made in the educational program during that 
period of time. The Association through its Commission on 
Vocational-Technical Schools evaluates the two-year report to 
determine if accreditation should be continued. 


We are happy to report that we received a favorable 
evaluation and that we continue to be fully accredited. The 
entire staff and the School Committee are to be commended 
for this fine achievement. 


JAMES S. MULLANEY 


We were all greatly saddened to learn that James S. 
Mullaney passed away on August 3, 1974. Mr. Mullaney was 
the main driving force behind the establishment of the 
Blackstone Regional Vocational Technical School and with- 
out his extraordinary dedication this school might never have 
come into existence. 


The School Committee voted to dedicate the school gym- 
nasium to his memory and it will be known as the James S. 
Mullaney Memorial Gymnasium. On Tuesday evening, April 
29, 1975, the gymnasium was dedicated to the memory of 
James 8S. Mullaney. Many prominent people in the Black- 
stone Valley participated in the memorial exercises and all 
agreed that James Mullaney was an outstanding citizen, a 
true Christian gentleman and a friend of all the young people 
in the Blackstone Valley. 


CONCLUSION 


The Blackstone Valley Regional Vocational Technical 
High School has just concluded its ninth year of successful 
operation. We continue to offer many different services to the 
member towns as well as to the citizens of our region. In ad- 
dition we have provided direct educational services for the 
following: 
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1. 601 freshmen, sophomore, junior, and senior students 
in the day program. 


2. 405 men and women in the first session of the Eve- 
ning Trade Extension program. 


3. 398 men and women in the second session of the Eve- 
ning Trade Extension program. 


4. 15 young men in the MDTA Machine-Tool program. 


5. 85 firefighters who participated in the firefighting 
Academy program. 


Thus we have offered a large number of people the op- 
_ portunity to further their edvcation and to increase their vo- 
cational skills. We have used our school to maximum advan- 
tage by conducting vocational programs from 8:00 A.M. to 
10:00 P.M. five days per week. 


At the close of the 1974-1975 fiscal year we feel that the 
past year was one of satisfactory achievement and one in 
which we continued to maintain the fine standards set in 
previous years. With the completion of our second addition 
we look forward to serving both boys and girls at the Black- 
stone Valley Regional Vocational Technical School. 


In closing we want to express our sincere gratitude for 
the loyalty and cooperation of the students, staff, and the 
School Committee, who have made the success of the past 
year possible.

Report of New Fire Station No. 2 
Building Committee 


The Committee hereby submits it’s report to the Honor- 
able Board of Selectmen and the Townspeople of Millbury. 


On September 11th this Committee was formed for the 
following purpose: 


1. Acquisition of a new building site. 


2. Construction of a New Fire Station No. 2 to replace 
the 93 year old Bramanville Station. 


This Committee in the past six months has viewed and 
evaluated thirteen (13) different sites in the Bramanville and 
West Millbury area. Sites viewed were as follows: Beach 
Street—Beach and High Sts.—Beach & West Main Street— 
Behind old Station No. 2—East of Station No. 2 & West Main 
Street—West of Station No. 2 & West Main Street—Fill site 
at Brierley Pond & West Main Street—Singletary Nook be- 
hind gas station—McGrath Road & West Main Street—Old 
West Millbury School—The old ice house property—Old Com- 
mon Road area and unanimously concluded the property situ- 
ated at West Main Street & Harris Avenue would be the 
ideal site for a new No. 2 Station. This site would better 
service the Bramanville—West Millbury area. 


Presently the Committee is in the process of planning 
the size and contents of the new station. This Committee is 
unanimous in the decision to go with a package type building 
as being most feasable economically speaking. We are main- 
taining contact with several of these package builders. 


We are also in contact with at least one company regard- 
ing a plot plan, topographical survey, street and septic system 
plan for this site. Also in planning is the legal terminology 
describing the exact size and boundaries of the site and all 
other legal data concerning this action. 
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Concluding this report I wish to express my thanks to 
the Committee for their diligent work and the many hours 
they have spent on this project. I request their continuing 
support in this endeavor so that it may be brought to a 
successful conclusion.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee: 


This is my second report to you as Superintendent of Schools and 
it is my personal pleasure to report to you on our instructional prog- 
ress in grades K-12. 


We have successfully opened the Raymond E. Shaw Memorial Mid- 
dle School for students in grade six, seven and eight, and have also 
returned to a full-day teaching schedule for students in grades nine 
through twelve. Without question, the return to a full instructional 
program at the secondary level is an important milestone for us all. 
A very well deserved thank you is extended to members of the Build- 
ing Committee and Middle School Administration, both of whom work- 
ed many hours to ensure that the Raymond E. Shaw Memorial Middle 
School opened on September 3, 1975. 


With our programs in place to some degree for grades six through 
eight, it now becomes important for us to provide comparable facilities 
for high school students. A plan has been submitted to both the School 
Committee and Building Committee which calls attention to space 
needs in the areas of library media, physical education, industrial arts, 
and science classrooms. These needs are being studied by our Building 
Committee and recommendations should be made in the near future. 


We have progressed through the first year of implementing Chap- 
ter 766 and from all reports, we have a very sound program in opera- 
tion. This past September we engaged the services of two additional 
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special need teachers and also have appointed a new Director. Special 
thanks are extended to Mary Grogan who retired after forty-six years 
of service and who carried us through our first year of Chapter 766. 


Due to the opening of our new middle school, there have been 
grade level changes at the Elmwood Street School and the primary 
grade schools which include Center, Dorothy Manor, Providence Street 
and East Millbury. When we assigned all grade three classes to the 
Elmwood Street School, we were able to close the Burbank School and 
make provisions at the majority of our schools for a special area class- 
room. The special area classroom is used by our teaching specialists 
and our special need teachers. 


SUMMER PROGRAMS 


Well planned programs of summer school] instruction and curricu- 
lum development took place during the months of June, July and 
August. At the elementary level a K-6 Title I program, a comprehen- 
sive special needs program, as well as a new physical education pro- 
gram, were conducted. A separate instructional program for grades 
seven and eight and grades nine through twelve also took place. In 
the area of curriculum development, we moved ahead at the secondary 
level by supporting curriculum construction in the areas of industrial 
arts, math and science. Each committee produced a well written cur- 
riculum guide which is now being used by all teachers in that specific 
department. In addition to our high school curriculum work, we sup- 
ported a major effort by our elementary staff in their development of 
an outstanding reading curriculum guide which was very well received 
by classroom teachers in grades K-6. At the Middle School level, the 
science staff directed its efforts on developing a written science guide 
which is now being used to provide a more student centered science 
program at the new Raymond E. Shaw Middle School. The support of 
the School Committee and teaching staff has made these programs 
possible and we are most appreciative of their efforts. 


FEDERAL PROGRAMS 


The 1975 school year was not as successful as past years in acquir- 
ing federal funds for the improvement of existing programs and the 
establishment of new programs. Ten individual projects were approved 
including our application for PL 874 funds. The total PL 874 funds re- 
ceived in 1975 were $15,359 along with approximately $56,576 from 
the following programs: 


A school year and summer Title I ESEA funding which totaled 
$35,575—both of these projects provided small group and individu- 
pedis instruction in reading and math to over one hundred stu- 
ents; 
Three Title II ESEA projects for approximately $2,772 which was 
used to purchase needed library books and audio-visual software 
items; 
Three Title III NDEA projects were approved for a total of 
$10,064 to improve instruction in high school math and foreign 
languages and elementary English; 
We made our third application for Occupational Education fund- 
ing under PL 92-318 and were successful in receiving approval in 
one out of the four projects which were submitted, the reason be- 
ing a lack of federal] funds. However, $8,165 has been approved and 
we are now offering an advanced textile and clothing course. 
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SUMMARY 


In summary, we can state that for both Millbury students and 
parents, 1975 was a very important year. We now have a new middle 
school, we have returned to single sessions at all grade levels, we have 
successfully implemented a new special needs program (Ch. 766) and 
we have continued to work to improve programs in grades K-12. Note 
should also be made that we have also improved the business aspects 
of the school department by engaging the services of a business man- 
ager, Mr. Stanley Stickney. The business manager is responsible to 
the superintendent for improvements in student transportation, build- 
ing maintenance, purchasing and supervision of all financial opera- 
tions.

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Report of the Principal — Grades K-2 


This year we have enrolled in the Millbury Elementary Schools, 
K-2, five hundred and eighty-six (586) children. These children are 
housed in the following schools—East Millbury, Dorothy Manor, Provi- 
dence Street and Center School. 


The Elementary School System consists of four schools with a 
total number of twenty-five (25) usable rooms for classroom instruc- 
tion. 


At the close of the last school year which ended as of June 1975, 
a dramatic change began to take place. The children in the third grades 
that had previously been housed in all our elementary schools would 
now be placed in the Elmwood Street facility for September 1975. 


The opening of our new Raymond E. Shaw Memorial Middle 
School in September 1975 eliminated a number of problem areas that 
had existed in the past. Burbank School which is a wood frame build- 
ing and housed 1385 children in grades K-3 during the 1974-75 school 
year would now be closed for classroom instruction. This building 
which was built in 1892 has served the town of Millbury proudly for 
83 years. Due to its being entirely constructed of wood, it was recom- 
mended that this be the first old school closed when the new middle 
school opened. 


With the opening of the new middle school and the phasing out of 
the third grade into Elmwood Street School from Center School and 
the other elementary schools, we were able to establish a room in each 
of the small elementary schools which could be used for a number of 
purposes such as: a cafeteria, art room and physical education room, 
which could be used on days of inclement weather. In the past, the 
children at East Millbury and Providence Street Schools had to eat 
their lunches in their own classrooms. This has now been eliminated 
in all of our elementary schools and the children can now eat together 
in an eStablished area primarily used as cafeterias. 


Kindergarten Registration and Pre-Screening Program 


During the week of March 10-14, over 160 children were registered 
for Kindergarten classes that would begin in September. 


A unique feature of our preparation for these new children was 
a pre-school] screening clinic sponsored by the Millbury School Depart- 
ment and held at the Center School during the first week in April. The 
purpose of this screening clinic was to determine readiness levels in 
hearing, speech, and gross and fine motor control of incoming young- 
sters and to provide for proper placement in classes and early detec- 
tion of any learning disabilities which might need remediation and/or 
special help. We used the talents of all our specialists in the adminis- 
tration of the testing. Guidance, Speech, Reading, Physical Education 
and Learning Disabilities personnel as well as the Kindergarten teach- 
ers and many volunteers from the community helped to make the two 
day screening clinic run smoothly. 


Each individual test was thoroughly evaluated and the results 
have proven to be of great value in determining the proper placement 
of each child at his learning level, and has also provided early detec- 
tion of any learning disability problems which can be provided with 
special] help. 
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Weekly meetings are held to discuss the progress of youngsters 
with special needs for recommendations to be made by our specialists 
to classroom teachers for further reinforcement. 


Special Needs Class 


During the months of May and June, Dr. Sylvia and I met a num- 
ber of times to discuss the development of a Special Needs Class for 
those children who, because of learning difficulties, would not be able 
to be promoted into the first grade. Many school systems have such a 
class between Grade I and Grade II, but both Dr. Sylvia and I were 
in agreement that if we started this program at a lower level, we 
would be able to help those children in areas of difficulty at an earlier 
stage in their educational development. The Special Needs Class pro- 
gram began in September of 1975. 


This program began with five students having various types and 
degrees of learning disabilities. The day began at 8:50 to 11:30. At this 
time the students are dismissed (11:30). The class now has six stu- 
dents with an extended day (8:50-1:00). The main goal being that of 
integration into the regular class. This extension allows the students 
time to join the regular first grade for lunch and recess. We are now 
integrating four students for gym, art and music when possible. One 
student goes to Mrs. Lariviere for reading. With this small group we 
are better able to meet their needs and as a result remedy their weak- 
nesses. 


Due to the vast differences of abilities we eventually devised a 
program whereby each child is working on his individual level. The 
entire program is individualized. Starting in January, we will be in- 
tegrating those students ready into the first grade from 1:00-3:00. 
This will give them more social skills with the regular class students 
and lengthen their day. The final aim of this program is to integrate 
the students into the first grade as much as possible depending on 
their abilities by the end of the 1975-76 school year. 


The afternoon program from 1:00-3:00 consists of four % hour 
time blocks. Monday-Thursday used to work with students in the 
regular classroom who are having learning difficulties. This program 
at Center School has expanded from 12 to 20 students therefore re- 
quiring an aid to assist in the program. We work basically in the 
auditory, visual and perceptual areas. We work closely with the class- 
room teachers to evaluate the students progress. We spend time gath- 
ering appropriate materials and lessons that can be used in the regular 
classroom. Friday is left open for core evaluations and department 
meetings. 


The Elementary Reading Program 


The Elementary Reading Program at the K-2 level devotes much 
concern to the structuring of class groupings so that individual needs 
can best be met by the classroom teacher. 


New this year, an excellent and complete Kindergarten Reading 
Readiness program was purchased through the Lippincott Company. 
Basically, the material provides the youngster with a basic structure 
in fine motor skills, letter recognition, and letter formation. Some 
phonetic work is also involved. The instruction is geared to individual 
needs, and our Kindergarten youngsters are now coming to the first 
grade much more prepared for formalized instruction. All comments, 
thus far, have been favorable. 
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The reading program for grades one and two utilizes the Scott 
Foresman Levels approach for the average and above average group- 
ings. The program, itself, provides for much individualization within 
the classroom. The program is complete and involves both supple- 
mentary work and an evaluation designed specifically for the end of 
each particular Level. 


Remedia] youngsters receive much smaller group instruction and 
the Scott Foresman ‘‘Open Highways” Program is the basal used for 
this purpose. It is generally agreed that the system is excellent for 
providing the children with a sound phonetic base. 


Reading in the first grade at Center School has proven quite suc- 
cessful this year where a developmental first grade reading class in- 
structed by Mrs. Gaucher was begun in October. The remedial students 
in both the first and second grades see Mrs. Lariviere in a small group 
setting on a daily basis. 


Other remedial youngsters in the outlying schools are tutored by 
Mrs. Lariviere in very small groups during the afternoon. At present, 
the second grade children see Mrs. Lariviere twice weekly and the first 
graders receive help once a week. 


Also during the week a forty-five minute period in the morning at 
Center School, a resource block has been set up by Mrs. Lariviere to 
include tutoring and supplementary, developmental etc., reading work 
for youngsters recommended by their classroom teachers. 


To date, this has involved many of the second graders who have 
had a 766 core evaluation. Future plans, however, hope to include much 
more involvement with the developmental youngster. 


In general, the reading program at this level seems to be func- 
tioning very adequately. The teachers are very aware of both the 
strengths and weaknesses that exist in the basal system and are mak- 
ing many modifications right in the classroom. 


Elementary Evaluation Forms 


An outgrowth from our kindergarten program has been the de- 
velopment of the use of monthly evaluation forms for all children K-2 
instead of the customary report card. Even though these forms were 
begun at the kindergarten level two years ago and in Grade 1 last 
year, and presently at the second grade level, the teachers on their 
own time still continue to meet to constantly update these forms to 
meet the needs of the children. These forms are skill based and the 
parents are now better informed about their children’s progress. We 
are able to develop excellent parent-teacher relationships through the 
use of these evaluation sheets. During the past year, we have received 
a tremendous number of favorable comments from the parents of 
these children. 


I have appeared before the School Committee a number of times 
in the last two years to discuss the augmentation and implementation 
of these evaluation forms at each grade level. 


We have received over the last two years a number of requests 
from other school systems to send them samples of our evaluation 
skills forms, so that they might use ours as a model to formulate their 
own. 
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Bicentennial Activities 


During the month of May and continuing through June, 1976, 
there will be a large number of Bicentennial programs held in the 
various elementary schools K-2. Some of the programs already pre- 
sented and will be repeated, are as follows; 


1. EAST MILLBURY SCHOOL 

During the month of April to celebrate Patriot’s Day, the teachers 
and students dressed in Colonial attire two days a week in ob- 
servance of our forefathers. A reenactment of the Boston Tea 
Party, complete with a large model of the ship, Beaver, was re- 
produced by Mrs. Borek’s second grade class. The entire school 
was involved in this project. 


2. DOROTHY MANOR SCHOOL 

A number of programs depicting life in Colonial times were pre- 
sented. Costumes and murals were made by the children and early 
American songs and dances were learned. 


3. PROVIDENCE STREET SCHOOL 

The children studied the Revolutionary period by doing gravestone 
tracings at the Providence Street cemetery, one of the oldest in 
town. The children compiled a pictorial history of the old buildings 
in town and mounted them on a burlap mural for display in a 
local bank window. The children wrote compositions on their 
American Heritage. Kathy Morrissette won a $25.00 savings bond 
given by the Mass. Teachers’ Association for her outstanding 
composition. 


4. BURBANK SCHOOL 

The children studied the history of the Burbank area and the 
importance of the Burbank family in the manufacturing of guns 
and cannon for the Revolutionary Army. The kindergarten chil- 
dren put together a quilt made of each child’s drawing on muslin 
their impressions of the Bicentennial events. This quilt was dis- 
played in one of the local store windows. 


5. CENTER SCHOOL 

Center School children held several pageants depicting the Revo- 
lutionary period. A Thanksgiving feast of Pilgrims and Indians 
was prepared by the third grades and their parents in the cafe- 
teria. An Indian Pow Wow was held in the first grades represent- 
ing the Indian customs, foods, tools, and music. 


All classes were involved in the preparation of colonial foods and 
dishes such as the making of buttery popcorn, Indian pudding, corn 
bread, and cranberry sauce. 


Our two outstanding events which culminated the Bicentennial 
activities for the year were the two day Art and Music Show pre- 
sented at the Center School gymnasium and cafeteria under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. Katherine Williams, Mrs. Ann Silvernail and Mrs. Rachel 
Jyringi. Excellent displays of the childrens art work in K-3 were 
eee and each afternoon a musical presentation was given by the 
children. 


A Bicentennial Essay and Poster Contest was held in June on the 
lawn of the Waters Mansion under the supervision of Mrs. Lynda 
Lariviere. All of the elementary children were able to be bused in to

take part in the programs. During the day representatives of various 
local banks, companies, and town officials spoke to the children about 
the history of the town and the formation and function of their re- 
spective businesses. The children were able to view the posters and 
essays which were displayed throughout the area. Our thanks to all of 
the townspeople who participated in these programs and the Millbury 
Bicentennial Committee for judging the posters and essays and to the 
Millbury Elementary Mothers’ Club for providing prizes and awards 
to the children. 


All of these events received excellent support and attendance from 
the townspeople. 


Currciulum Development 


During the latter part of the 1975 school year, an inservice work- 
shop was held by Miss Beverly Brown, on the implementation and 
structure of the new Chapter 766 law, which went into effect in 1975. 
A complete appraisal of the forms used by the state were reviewed in 
detail, so that the administration and teaching staff would better un- 
derstand the complexity of the evaluation of a student referred to the 
Chapter 766 Core Team. 


Many teachers at the elementary level took part in the workshop 
and as a result have been better able to analyze pupils’ learning diffi- 
culties. This has enabled us to channel those children having difficulties 
into proper programs, 


During the summer of 1975, a new Reading Curriculum Skills 
Guide was developed for Grades 1-5. This handbook stresses the pro- 
gression of skills of the present reading program. The guide is used 
by all classroom teachers and is regarded as an extremely useful tool 
by both teachers and aides. After this guide was distributed to the 
teachers, grade level meetings were held by the members of the read- 
ing committee to familiarize the teachers with the skills and activities 
at their grade level.

This October, 1975, Mrs. Ann Silvernail, our elementary music in- 
structor, conducted an inservice workshop to instruct the elementary 
teachers in the Kodaly method of music teaching. This Kodaly tech- 
nique stresses the use of rhythms and a penta scale within the vocal 
range of the younger child’s voice. It was also pointed out how the 
Kodaly method develops body movement and coordination to the basic 
rhythms, thus enabling the children to overcome coordination diffi- 
culties. 


Math Specialist 


Our Math Specialist, Mrs. Gayle Power, provides special math in- 
struction in Grades K-5. The primary responsibility of the elementary 
math specialist is to improve Math instruction. At the primary level, 
Mrs. Power works on a daily basis with remedial groups in Grades 1

and 2. She uses a variety of motivational materials in these lessons to 
meet the needs of the individual child. She also gives demonstration 
lessons in the classroom to assist the teacher, meets with teacher 
groups to discuss new math ideas and activities and participates in the 
grouping of students in math and the coordination of the math pro- 
gram. 


Media Center 


The Library at Center School is coordinated by Mrs. Susan Perras, 
Media Clerk. Mrs. Perras, during her three years in the Millbury 
School Department, has catalogued all primary materials, books, film- 
strips, and periodicals. She has compiled an A/V catalogue for each 
teacher, listing all A/V and supplementary materials available to all 
our elementary teachers. She has also circulated library books to the 
outlying schools, enabling the children in those schools to have an 
adequate supply of reading materials. Mrs. Perras has made special 
listings of Holiday and Bicentennial A/V and reference materials avail- 
able to the teachers to aid in their classroom activities. Through the 
active circulation of these materials, we have been able to improve 
the availability of library materials to all the children. 


It has been rewarding for me to have a staff of enthusiastic teach- 
ers that are willing to meet on their own time to develop the various 
changes in our curriculum. Through these grade level meetings and 
workshops held, new ideas are expressed and recommendations are 
made to continually improve our ongoing curriculum program. 


It is our aim at the primary level to make school an exciting and 
enjoyable place in which to learn and grow by making use of the best 
learning materials and teaching methods. By encouraging, through 
teacher efforts and creative endeavors, we hope to achieve these goals.

Report of the Principal — Grades 3-5 


Learning—What is it all about? We believe that each individual 
is unique and in order to achieve future success, children must realize 
that school studies relate directly to real life—are aware of the world 
around them—and are aware of the working world and its many op- 
portunities. The following paragraphs will briefly outline our commit- 
ment at Elmwood in presenting an environment and programs to 
achieve these ends. 


Elmwood Structure 


With the opening of the Raymond E. Shaw Memorial Middle 
School this past September the grade level structure was changed at 
Elmwood. Last year we housed Grades 4-5-6; this year we have 631 
pupils in 22 classrooms in Grades 3-4-5. The children are grouped 
homogeneously for reading and math with the remaining subjects 
taught by the homeroom teacher in a heterogeneous situation. Within 
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each classroom learning centers are found to facilitate individualized 
instruction and learning. They allow learners with varying learning 
styles and rates to progress at their own best rate. 


Educational Services 


Children having difficulty in regular classroom situations because 
of an emotional or an educational handicap are referred to the teacher 
specialists in the following areas—Special Education, Perceptual, 
Speech, Title I, Remedial Reading, and Remedial Math. The teacher- 
pupil ratio is kept down in these classes and a full range of techniques 
are employed in helping students achieve a level of success through 
individual attention which is not available on a regular basis in regu- 
lar classroom situations. 


A positive attitude is taken by all our specialists in our special 
programs. Success is not so much a goal here but getting the boys and 
girls to give a good try. The important thing is to deal with a child’s 
efforts in a way that will make him keep trying. With time and pa- 
tience, success will become a more frequent part of their school ex- 
perience. 


Curriculum Improvements 


This past September Grades 4 and 5 embarked on a new reading 
program designed to further the sequence of skill development started 
in the lower grades two years ago. 


The Scott-Foresman Reading Systems for the middle grades pro- 
vide continuing skill development through the use of three component 
parts; a pupil book, study book and independent practice pad. The 
system is divided into levels. Each grade has three designated levels 
to cover; however, there is overlapping of levels if pupil achievement 
merits it. A test is given at the end of each level to measure the 
pupil’s competency at that step. 


In addition to the component parts already mentioned, each 
teacher has a Read-Aloud Anthology for each level containing excerpts 
from top-rated children’s literature offerings for the purpose of read- 
ing aloud. Children are motivated to keep interested in reading 
through this type of listening experience. 

As with any new program, the proof of its worth is in the use 
of it. The Scott-Foresman Reading Systems will be continuously evalu- 
ated at Elmwood and up-dated when necessary. To date the teacher 
reports and pupil progress has been encouraging. 


In keeping with newer methods and innovations the teachers par- 
ticipated in various In-Service courses and workshops sponsored by 
the Millbury School Department. These courses proved very. helpful in 
providing information and practical suggestions to help the classroom 
teachers meet the needs of every individual in their classroom. 


Space Utilization 


With a decrease in the number of children entering schools, school 
systems today are faced with an interesting and challenging problem— 
empty classrooms. This past year as our enrollment dropped we are 
now using 22 classrooms rather than the 24 of a year ago. This phe- 
nomenon gave us the opportunity previously considered idealistic to 
utilize this space effectively by making one of the rooms an Art Room 
and the other into a Resource Room. 
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With the addition of an Art Room we now have a central area to 
store equipment and materials and also are able to expand and im- 
prove our present art program and Art Club activities. Children are 
now exposed to various art forms such as ceramics, enameling, paper- 
mache, chalk stencils and ironed crayon prints that otherwise would 
be impossible to do in a regular classroom. Other advantages of this 
type of room include an exhibition room to display work and before 
and after school projects are available to all interested boys and girls. 


After the State mandated Chapter 766 (Equal opportunity in 
Education for children who have Special Needs) on all State Educa- 
tion Institutions we were fortunate to be able to make a room avail- 
able to service the particular needs of individual pupils. All available 
materials to help the learner are located here. 


Elmwood Media Center 


The Library/Media Center continues to be a beehive of activity 
and learning with students involved with research projects, leisure 
reading and using programed audio visual materials. The media center 
is an extension of the classroom and teachers and students use the 
facilities throughout the entire day. The scheduling is flexible and the 
center is accessible to all group sizes from individuals to entire classes. 


Library Science skills are taught by the teacher and the media 
specialist. The students learn how to use the card catalog reference 
books and to become knowledgable about the arrangement of the col- 
lection. The students who volunteer their time before school and dur- 
ing their lunch period are trained to carry out routine library pro- 
cedures such as collecting and charging out materials and shelving 
books. This gives them the opportunity to serve their school but more 
AABOR as the media center becomes a more meaningful place to 
them. 


Some new shelving has been installed to accomodate the instruc- 
tional materials and leisure materials. Hopefully this year the remain- 
der of the old shelving will be replaced to give us the badly needed 
library space. 


Elmwood Highlights 


By creating a rich and intriguing environment through the use of 
imaginative and motivational devices, as well as parental and com- 
munity support we were able to add a new dimension to educational 
experiences outside the regular classroom curriculum. Following are 
some of the past year’s highlights. 


In April parents and friends enjoyed our 5th annual Gymnastic 
Show. The boys and girls of Elmwood Street performed both group 
and individual exercises. Also demonstrations were given of the basic 
gymnastic moves and equipment. 


A Math Fair was held in April. The purpose of the Fair was to 
show students the important part math plays in many aspects of our 
daily lives. Over 40 companies as well as students from the Blackstone 
Valley Regional Tech had displays throughout the school. Children and 
parents were able to participate in the various experiments. 


A Special Day was set aside in June to hold our Annual Field and 
Track Day. The boys and girls participated in various athletic events. 
Medals were presented to winners in the various events. Fun games 
were organized for those who did not qualify for the main events, 
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The Art and Music Festival was held in June. Children displayed 
and demonstrated the various art forms while the band performed to 
the delight of the many proud parents that attended. 


Grade 3 introduced the Horrible Parade to Elmwood. Boys and 
girls of Grade 3 dressed in their Halloween Costumes and paraded 
through Elmwood to the delight of the spectators of Grades 4 and 5. 


Again we thank the many parents for the interest they take in the 
educational programs at Elmwood Street School. Back-To-School Night 
was a success and because of the large crowds. it was impossible to 
give the time necessary to explain program or individual concerns. To 
accomplish this, Parent Conferences were arranged the following week 
where as much time was given as necessary to explain a child’s pro- 
grams and progress. 


A Christmas Concert was presented to a very appreciative audi- 
ence in the Elmwood Street School Cafetorium. The Elmwood Chorus 
and Band sang and played the songs of the Christmas Season. 


In broadening the experiences of the boys and girls at Elmwood 
every class participated in a Field Trip that took them to some of the 
following places: Boston Science Museum, Boston Aquarium, Salem 
Witches Museum, Worcester Science Center, Wallace Planetarium and 
Sturbridge Village. 


The Elmwood Street School staff has prepared a calender of. ac- 
tivities to celebrate the Bicentennial starting in January of 1976. The 
boys and girls will be presenting programs and activities to their 
schoolmates, parents and interested citizens during the school year. 
Notices of these events and dates have been set and distributed. 


This year more than 300 boys and girls participated in the Extra- 
Curricular Activities programs conducted in Music, Art and Physical 
Education. There is something about these activities that bring joy to 
all who participate. The planned and supervised activities run from 
3:00 to 4:00 p.m. with bus transportation furnished for all participat- 
ing pupils. . 
In keeping with our philosophy, preparing young children for the 
real world, we have again gone to our community resource file. In this 
way, we were able to create a rich and intriguing environment through 
the use of knowledgable people sharing their expertise with pupils.

Report of the Principal — Grades 6-8 


On September 3rd 1975 the Raymond E. Shaw Memorial Middle 
School opened its doors to 677 eager sixth, seventh and eighth grade 
students. This day marked the culmination of two years of planning 
and construction by the architect, contractor and the building com- 
mittee. The facility enables the seventh and eighth grade students to 
return to normal school hours and brings the sixth grade together 
with other pre and early adolescent students. The new building affords 
us an opportunity to further expand the educational experiences for 
our students. The curriculum in grade six utilizes major blocks of 
time in Math and Reading and shorter periods of time in Language 
Arts, Social Studies and Science. In grade seven and eight students 
have blocks of times in Language Arts-Social Studies and Math- 
Science. Major emphasis our first year will be placed on tying to- 
gether a six, seven and eight grade curriculum. Articulation of pro- 
gram with grade four and nine will follow to allow for a smooth con- 
tinuous educational growth pattern. 


IIS (ideas and Interaction in Science) 


A new approach in the teaching of science has been introduced in 
grade seven and eight. IIS (Ideas and Interaction in Science) is a 
hands on laboratory approach where the students discover the major 
ideas of life and physical science. Using this technique students be- 
come involved in a meaningful science experience whereby they learn 


by doing. 
Junior National Honor Society 


Once again our Jr. National Honor Society under the able leader- 
ship of the advisor, Mrs. Susan St. John, has been quite active. Some of 
the service projects they have been involved in were to act as guides 
during Open House and Parents Night. With the help of the Visiting 
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Nurse Society Christmas baskets were prepared for the needy. It is a 
pleasure to see students become involved in worthy community 
projects. 


Band and Chorus 


The band and chorus performed a highly successful Christmas 
concert under the direction of Mr. Bruno and Mr. Sanborn. Plans for 
a bi-centennial spring concert are being made. Judging from the fine 
turnout (about fifty students in each) students enjoy sharing and ex- 
pressing their musical talents. 


Photogranhy Club 


A photography club has been started under the direction of Mr. 
Belanger and Mr. Tavolieri. The club meets one afternoon a week 
after school and has attracted a fine number of students. Besides 
helping the students to better understand the techniques of picture 
taking and developing process the club provides an excellent oppor- 
tunity for the student to grow socially during a “fun” activity. 


Intramurals 


Our intramural program has enjoyed its most successful year. 
Students participated in street hockey, indoor soccer, basketball and 
volleyball. Plans have been made for a varied spring program. 


Industrial Arts—Home Economics 


All students in grade six are participating in industrial arts and 
home economics experiences. Judging from the enthusiasm displayed 
by the students th’'s learning experience has been quite pleasant. The 
purpose here is to expose all students to exploratory experiences in 
home economics and industrial arts. 


Parents Night 


Parents night was held on November 17, 1975. Parents had an 
opportunity to talk to staff members about their child’s progress in 
school. Judging from the fine turnout of parents the program proved 
highly successful. 


The smooth transition of grade six to be housed with grade seven 
and eight can be attributed to the cooperative efforts of all involved. 
The spirit displayed by the staff and students is a source of renewed 
confidence in their ability to make difficult tasks seem easy. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the school building 
committee, school committee,. the administration, staff, students and 
parents for their cooperation in making our opening and first year of 
operation quite successful.

Report of the Director of Music 


Elementary music classes which include kindergarten through 
grade six are being taught by three music specialists. Mrs. Rachel 
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Jyringi and Mrs. Ann Silvernail are sharing the teaching responsibili- 
ties in grades K-4, while Mr. Michael Nagy is doing classroom teach- 
ing in grades five and six. 


All classes in grades K-6 are being taught music with strong em- 
phasis on the Kodaly method and philosophy of music education. 


This method is one which teaches youngsters to sing properly 
using correct pitch and striving for perfect intonation. It also enables 
the child to feel basic rhythms through the use of hand clapping and 
body movement. All this is taught through direct imitation and the 
reading and writing of musical symbols. 


Mrs. Silvernail has had extensive training and experience in the 
Kodaly method with degrees from the institute in Wellesley, Mass. and 
the Franz Liszt Academy in Hungary. 


Mr. Nagy and Mrs. Jyringi have also taken both summer and 
winter courses at the Kodaly Institute in Wellesley, Mass. 


These three teachers are in constant communication with each 
other comparing ideas and discussing materials which should be used 
in classroom presentations. 


Mrs. Silvernail also conducted a ten hour in-service course for 
primary grade teachers. Twenty-three teachers were enrolled in this 
course which met for five two hour classes at Center School. 


Musical organizations at the Elmwood Street School consist of a 
fourth grade chorus of forty-three members and a fifth grade chorus 
of forty-seven members. The fifth grade band contains twenty-three 
players. 


The fourth grade chorus is under the direction of Mrs. Silvernail. 
The fifth grade chorus is under the direction of Mrs. Jyringi and the 
band is under my direction. 


These three groups presented a Christmas Concert on December 
19, 1975 at 1:30 p.m. This event took place at Elmwood Street School 
and parents were invited. 


All fourth grade students at Elmwood Street School are being 
taught the Recorder. This allows each child to become acquainted with 
basic fingerings on a classical instrument which is easy to play. 


Our new middle school which houses grades six through eight 
offers classroom for grades six and seven plus a band and chorus 
which is available to all three grades. 


Grade six classroom music is being taught by Mr. Nagy, while 
grade seven music and chorus is being handled by Mr. Donald Sanborn. 
The band in this building is under my direction. 


On Friday December 19, at 7:00 p.m. the Raymond E. Shaw Mid- 
dle School Band and Chorus presented a concert of Christmas music. 
This concert was very well attended and well received. 


On December 21, 1975; the Millbury High School band and chorus 
presented their annual Christmas Concert. Mr. Sanborn was in charge 
of the chorus and the band was under my direction. 


The chorus also performed at the Worcester Center Galleria on 
Friday evening December 12, 1975. 
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The high school band also performs at football games, pep rallies, 
marches in the Little League and the Memorial Day parade plus a 
concert on the Fourth of July. 


Another group under my direction is the Millbury High School 
Stage Band. This group performs at our annual spring concert and at 
our town’s Fourth of July celebration. This group is made up of four- 
teen members and some pop and rock music but mainly the dance 
music played by the dance bands in the forties. 


Summer band classes were held again this year. This course is 
under my direction and is available to all Millbury students interested 
in instrumental music. These classes ran for five weeks during sum- 
mer vacation. Approximately sixty-five members took part in this 


program. 


Two high school students were accepted after auditioning to take 
part in the Central District Schools Music Festival. This concert will 
take place at the end of January 1976. 


Upcoming festivals include a Central District Junior High Festi- 
val. We are now in the process of setting up auditions for twelve in- 
strumentalists and seven singers for this event. 


We are also sending the same people to audition for a junior high 
festival sponsored by the Blackstone Valley Schools Music Association. 


Auditions have just been completed for an elementary music festi- 
val. This was also done through the B.V.S.M.A. I am very pleased in 
having three fine students selected to take part in this festival. Diana 
Sauer, a sixth grader was chosen to play first clarinet, first chair. 
Susan Modig, a fifth grader, was chosen to play first clarinet, second 
chair. Jeanne Belanger, a fifth grader was also selected to play in the 
french horn section. We are also sending eleven singers from grades 
five and six to sing in the chorus as part of this festival.

Report of the Director of Physical Education 
and Athletics 


All students in the Millbury school system are provided with 
physical education twice each week throughout the school year. 


The department offers as many different activities as possible dur- 
ing the various units with the emphasis upon active, interesting and 
healthful participation for all students. The principle goal being that 
all pupils gain competencies in many physical skills, and then become 
actively involved with several social-recreational-athletic experiences 
while in school and also later in adult life. 


In the primary grades, more stress has been placed upon rhythmi- 
cal and motor exploratory activities. This year, an interdepartmental 
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approach was utilized in administrating the motor survey to grades 
one and two. Staff members from music, physical education, and learn- 
ing disabilities each administered portions of the survey, emphasizing 
those gross and fine motor skills which were most pertinent to their 
teaching programs. In this way, each child having motor difficulties 
would receive more attention. 


Physical education activities are expanded and physical skills are 
refined as one progresses through the various grade levels, 


At the Elmwood Street School and the Raymond E. Shaw Memo- 
rial Middle School a broad range of activities are now offered in the 
after-school] intramural program. Children in grades four through 
eight have the opportunity to further expand their physical skills in 
this program. The intramural offerings include soccer, touch football, 
field hockey, basketball, gymnastics, volleyball, softball, track and 
street hockey. The intramural program is an extension of the regular 
physical education curriculum and serves as a forerunner to the high 
school athletic program. 


At the high school level, interscholastic athletic opportunities are 
offered to all students. Eleven sports, comprised of twenty-two teams, 
gives the student body many opportunities in the extra-curricular 
program. 


Soccer developed into a viable sport this fall as the team com- 
peted in fifteen scheduled games, eight at the varsity level and seven 
against junior varsity teams. 


A sub-varsity ice hockey team has been established and players 
will compete in a limited schedule for the first time. 


The field hockey program was expanded with the addition of an 
assistant coach. Over fifty girls participated in this sport during the 
fall. 


Three girls represented Millbury’s Cross Country team for the 
first time as they competed in the Shrewsbury Kiwanis meet making a 
good account of themselves. 


The girls’ track program will be expanded this year with a full 
schedule of meets. Last spring its first year, the girls’ track team was 
made up of approximately thirty girls who competed against other 
schools in eight meets. 


Club volleyball, tennis and gymnastics are now being planned for 
the high school. These sports will be contingent upon student interests.

Report of the Director of Special Services 
Introduction: 


I hereby submit my first annual report as Director of Special 
Services and the sixth for the Office of Special Services. Since I ar- 
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rived here in late August from New Hampshire I have been well re- 
ceived, encouraged, and given assistance by members of the com- 
munity. I would like to personally thank those members of the com- 
munity and special recognition is to be given to Miss Mary Grogan for 
assisting me in establishing my new position here in Millbury. 


Screening programs: 


The pre-school screening for children entering kindergarten in 
September was held in the gymnasium of the Center School on March 
31, and April 1-3. One hundred eighty-two children were screened. 
Staff specialists supervised the screening of the kindergarten candi- 
dates in auditory, motor, speech and visual areas of development. They 
were assisted by Title I teachers and teacher aides. Six parent volun- 
teers helped with clerical work, along with a school nurse, in checking 
gross motor skills. 


During the first week in June three pre-kindergarten orientation 
days were held. Three sessions, one and one-half hours in length, were 
held each day. All children registered were scheduled to attend one 
session. Parents were notified by mail of the session to which their 
child has been assigned. A typical kindergarten day was planned. Chil- 
dren were able, for a short time, to participate in the various types of 
activities which are scheduled in a typical kindergarten day. The chil- 
dren were observed by the kindergarten teacher, the guidance counselor 
and the learning disabilities teacher on their readiness to participate, 
their ability to listen to directions and their willingness to play and 
work in a group. 


Registration and screening of three and four year old children 
with potential learning problems was held on October 15-17. On Octo- 
ber 15th, an evening parents’ orientation was held at the Center School 
to help make parents aware of the value of early detection with prob- 
lems in the developmental areas of language, hearing, vision and 
motor learning skills. The Special Services staff gave presentations 
and an informal discussion period followed. Parents activity hand- 
books were distributed for each parent to take home in order that they 
could work with their child on various skills. On October 16th and 17th 
a two-day registration and screening program was held. Twenty-four 
children were registered and screened, The speech therapist, the learn- 
ing disabilities teacher, the guidance counselor, and the school nurse 
conducted the program. 


New Staff 


New Special Needs Staff personnel were added in January. They 

were as follows: 

1. Three part-time teacher aides—one to work with the learning 
disabled at the junior-senior high level and two to work on a 
tutorial basis with children in the elementary schools. 

2. A part-time clerk was hired to do the clerical work for the 
CET chairpersons at the elementary level. 


Needs Program 

1. A part-time clinical psychologist was engaged for a one-half 
day basis once a week. 

2. A K-1 special needs class was initiated in September. For the 
first time a full-time special needs classroom teacher was en- 
gaged to work with primary grade children at the Center 
School, 
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3. A part-time teaching aide became a full-time aide. Being certi- 
fied in speech therapy, she has been assigned to work part-time 
as a speech therapist at one elementary school and at the 
Raymond E. Shaw Middle School. The rest of her time is de- 
voted to tutorial work with a severely multi-handicapped child. 

4. BRN disabilities specialist was hired for the senior high 
school. 

5. A part-time secretary became a full-time secretary for the 
Director of Svecial Services. 

6. Three teacher/aides were hired to work in the resource rooms— 
one at the senior high school, one at the Elmwood Street School 
for grades 3-5 and one at the Center School and Dorothy Manor 
grades K-2. 


Hopefully, some volunteers may also be trained to work in the 
program. 


Retraining of Existing Staff 


Considerable retraining was provided for staff members at all 
levels. The following workshops were attended by various members of 
the Special Services staff throughout the 1975 school year: 


1. Instruction of “766”. 
2. Hearing, visual, and speech problems along with language and 
learning disabilities. 
3. Testing, evaluation and program adjustment to meet the needs 
of the individual child. 
4, The emotionally disturbed child. 
5. ITPA (testing) workshop. 
6. Prescriptive teaching strategies. 
7, Pre-school screening. 
8. Learning disabilities. 
9. The Role of the Resource Room and the Resource Room 
teacher. 
10. Language dyslexia. 
11. Programming for secondary-aged students with special needs. 
12. Methods and materials in secondary learning disabilities. 


The nursing staff attended a few of their own workshops geared 
for their job description only. 


These were: 


1. Alcoholism 

2. Emergency Medical Training Program. 
3. Hearing and Vision Training. 

4. The Role of the School Nurse. 


The Staff members who attended these workshops brought back 
and distributed many beneficial ideas and techniques which are now 
being used in our classrooms, 


C.O.R.E. Evaluations 


From January 1 to December 31, 1975, 283 full and intermediate 
cores were done for children and adolescents from ages three (3) to 
twenty-one (21) in the community of Millbury. There was substantially 
more cores done at the elementary level than the middle or high school 
level due to our concentration on early childhood detection and pre- 
vention. We are proud to say that nearly all those children and ado-

lescents who were evaluated and needed services of some sort were 
properly placed in a program either in Millbury or the surrounding 
area. The core teams are to be commended for their successful 
attempts. 


A register of all children with special needs has been made. Pro- 
visions have been made and are continuing to be made to provide for 
the special needs of all children evaluated. The town has joined the 
Blackstone Valley Special Needs Collaborative. Through this service 
the assistance of an itinerant teacher for the visually handicapped 
was employed for one child who was entering the first grade. Other 
services of the collaborative will be sought as they become available 
and Millbury has need for them. 


Greater Blackstone Valley Youth Guidance Center 


The Greater Backstone Valley Youth Guidance Center continues to 
give service to our school and community as well as to fourteen towns 
in the district which it is committed to serve. Mrs. Amy Gersom was 
consultant to our school system from January to June and met two 
times a month on a half-day basis. Mr. Garry Neal, also a consultant 
started in October and met on a similar schedule as the spring. Coun- 
selors and teachers are able to discuss student problems with the 
consultant. If it seems advisable, parents may seek help directly from 
the Youth Guidance Center. Staff members at the Center will meet at 
the clinic with the child, or with his parents, to try to help resolve an 
emotional or behavioral problem which may be preventing the child 
from achieving in school. On-going counseling at the Guidance Center 
is available for both the child and his parents. The cost of the pro- 
gram is based on a sliding scale by annual salary of a family. On each 
school visitation the consultant gives the Director of Special Services 
a resume of his’her day’s work. 


Nurses Report 


With the new addition of the middle school the health staff is 
sufficiently housed in each building according to grade levels. Mrs. 
Townsend is now responsible for K-2 at the Center and outlying 
schools. Mrs. Gagliardi has the 3-5 grade levels. Mrs. Helen Sauer, 
Head Nurse, is housed at the new Middle School. Mrs. Holzwarth is 
housed in the old junior high wing, now part of the whole high school 
complex. She is responsible for grades 9-12. 


During the 1975 school year the nursing staff, in conjunction with 
the Board of Health, ran a Lead Poisoning Screening for all kinder- 
garten children. Two children with high lead poisoning levels were 
discovered. 


All of the nurses were involved in many home visits and core 
evaluations. 


New Middle School 


With the new distribution of grades, more space was provided for 
a resource room which could be housed in each building where teaching 
aids and equipment will be available and supportive staff members may 
work with the children needing special help. 


Special programs 
The speech program in 1975 expanded to include a K-8 program. 
There are approximately 84 children receiving individual speech ther- 
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apy with added help of a part-time speech therapist aide. Each kinder- 
garten class now receives one-half hour of speech lessons a week, and 
four first grade classes receive weekly instruction on speech improve- 
ment. In this way it is hoped that the regular classroom teachers will 
have more and varied ways to foster better speech patterning within 
the class environment. 


Future hopes are held for more in-service instruction for regular 
classroom teachers and additional staffing in the speech area, to service 
those children identified as needing speech therapy, but who are placed 
on a waiting list until time and space are made available to the thera- 
pist. Cooperation at all levels have been most helpful in providing a 
truly enjoyable learning experience for both students and therapists. 


A five week summer school program for children with special 
needs was held at the Elmwood Street School from July 7 through 
August 8. Classes were held daily, Monday through Friday from 8:30 
a.m. to 12:30 p.m. One teacher and a teacher/aide conducted a program 
which incluled academic work in reading and mathematics, arts and 
crafts, along with recreation for students with developmental disabili- 
ties. A speech therapist and a teacher aide, certified in speech therapy 
worked each day with thirty-one children who had been evaluated and 
found to have a speech problem. A teacher and three teacher aides 
worked daily with thirty-four youngsters who had been found to have 
learning disabilities. All the children in the program enjoyed two field 
trips, special entertainment in the schools, and a cook-out on the clos- 
ing day of the program. 


Pupils with developmental disabilities were invited to participate 
in the Worcester County Special Olympics held on the Milford High 
School Athletic Field on Saturday, May 10th. Seven young people took 
part in the program; six of the entrants qualified for the State Special 
Olympics held at the Tufts University Athletic Field in Medford on 
Saturday, June 7th. 


In the state program five students took part. They made an excel- 
lent showing. They brought honor to themselves, to their school and to 
their community. Their winnings included one gold medal, one silver 
medal, and three bronze medals, and one blue ribbon for a first place 
in a heat. The contestants were trained for, and supervised at the 
olympic meets by their classroom teachers and by the elementary 
physical education instructors. 


Students with special academic needs are integrated at all levels 
to the degree that they can work in a regular classroom situation. 
They are all integrated in physical education, music, sewing, shop and 
art. At the secondary level they are integrated in the academic areas 
of social studies, health careers and mathematics. The resource room 
teacher works with these students to reinforce the work they are 
doing in the regular classroom and to help on a one-to-one basis in 
ue areas of learning where the student is experiencing great diffi- 
culty. 


Chapter 766 is a law which requires a broad range of special 
service programs. One such program is to assist high school students 
who will, or have already, dropped out of school. The Millbury Office 
of Special Services realizes at this time that we do have a number of 
high school students who have left school for various reasons. We are 
concerned over this situation. Therefore, much publicity has been 
placed in the local newspapers to make young people aware of the fact 
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that our office will try to assist them in placing them either in alterna- 
tive academic and/or vocational programs for the benefit of assisting 
these young people to receive the necessary training for future em- 
ployment.

Report of the Director of Guidance 


Elementary Guidance 


It was mentioned in the 1974 report that guidance at the ele- 
mentary level was undergoing dramatic changes because of the new 
special education law “Chapter 766”. Although guidance at all levels 
is somewhat affected by the law, the greatest burden has fallen upon 
the counselors at the K-5 level. Both Mrs. Willhauck and Mr. Monti- 
murro serve as core evaluation team chairpersons and devote more 
than 50% of their time to successfully implementing Chapter 766. 


In lieu of the numerous functions required of the counselor be- 
cause of Chapter 766, many of the programs previously associated 
with this level are still in existence. The program at the K-5 level is 
basically preventive oriented. By focusing early on the crisis area we 
hope to prevent problems from becoming serious or chronic. All chil- 
dren are taken in groups and awareness programs implemented. 


The units are designed to develop the child’s awareness of his 
feelings—what factors. precipitate them, the variety of feelings that 
he has, and their similarity to the feelings of other people. We hope 
to lead the child to an understanding of self, and understanding of 
others, and an understanding of the environment and its effects. 
Through the development of children’s understandings many of the 
high school problems of today may be prevented in the future. 


Individual crisis counselling is also done on the K-5 level. Children 
are aided in dealing with school problems as well as discussing per- 
sonal feelings. 


The elementary guidance counselor also serves as a consultant to 
teachers. He assists teachers in using the most effective approaches in 
the recognition and prevention of emotional and learning problems. 
When resources within the school prove to be insufficient to meet the 
needs of a specific problem, the counselor will assist the family in 
seeking help from a community based group or organization such as 
Blackstone Valley Youth Guidance Center, Worcester Youth Guidance 
or Children’s Friends Society. 


The guidance program also includes group and individual testing. 
The counselors are responsible for administration of the tests and in 
many cases the interpretation and or scoring. Much testing is also 
being done in connection with Chapter 766. 


Middle School 
1975-76 brings the opening of the new Raymond E. Shaw Memorial 
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Middle School and a guidance program encompassing grades 6-8, Two 
counselors service the students at the Middle School in a variety of 
ways. 


Career Education has become an integral part of our program at 
this level. Our career education program for grade 8 students has ex- 
panded from monthly career days to field trips to various career sites. 
We are also serving as a resource for teachers who are planning 
career units relative to their subject areas. 


Group sessions are held to acquaint students with high school 
programs, especially Millbury High School and Blackstone Valley Re- 
gional Vocational Technical High School. A new program on decision- 
making skills is scheduled for February. Each student is also seen in- 
dividually by his/her counselor to discuss academic progress, career 
awareness and any other matter the student would like to discuss. 


The testing program includes the administration of the California 
Test of Basic Skills to grades 6 and 8, the Perscriptive Math Inventory 
to grade 7 and the Stanford Diagnostic Reading Test to all grades. In 
addition, a vocational interest survey is used as part of the career edu- 
cation program. 


Another important aspect of our guidance program is the coun- 
selors’ involvement with Chapter 766. At the present time the Middle 
School is servicing approximately fifty students through this special 
needs law. 


Senior High Guidance 


In grades 9-12 a substantial part of the counselors time is in- 
volved in working with seniors who want to go on to‘some form of 
higher education ranging from the one year vocational program to the 
four-year college. Applications for the schools as well as applications 
for College Boards and financial aid are usually reviewed by the coun- 
selors. For those students who are not going on to school, opportuni- 
ties are given for them to take the tests administered by the State 
Employment office as well as the Vocational Battery administered by 
the armed services. 


At the junior year level a great deal of time is spent in preparing 
them for the various procedures that they will have to follow during 
their senior year. 


Grades are reviewed for all students and those students who seem 
to be having difficulties are called in and their academic problems are 
discussed. Particular attention is given to those seniors who may be 
in danger of not graduating. 


Much time is also spent with those students who fall under Chap- 
ter 766. Many conferences are conducted with their teachers and often- 
times revisions are made in their schedules so that they may get the 
most from their educational programs. 


The new discipline code now calls for counselors to meet with stu- 
dents who are having difficulties within the school and quite often in- 
volves meetings with teachers and administration to discuss each case 
individually. 


The high school counselors are also conducting the Awards Night 
program which involves checking each student’s average and arranging 
for the various awards that are presented. The high school counseling 
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staff has also been responsible for contacting and co-ordinating the 
scholarships that are given to our students by the local clubs and 
organizations. 


Another important aspect of the high school counselors’ duties is 
to see each student concerning their course selections for the following 
year and when determined to be necessary, meeting with the parents 
to discuss their sons and daughters course selections. 


A breakdown of the Class of 1975 indicates that 22% of the class 
went on to 4-year colleges, 1% went on to 3-year programs and 23% 
went on to 2-year schools, for a total of 46% who went on to some 
form of higher education.

Report of the Principal — Grades 9-12 


New Faculty Members 


The following teachers were appointed to the faculty this year: 
Arthur Bomengen (Mathematics), Barbara Debs (English), Barbara 
Harrington (Home Economics), Scott Healey (Health and Health 
Careers), John Julian (Health Services), William McGourty (English), 
Julianne Morris, (Special Needs), Robert Nicoletti (English), Suzanne 
Wahistrom (teacher aide for special needs students). 


New Programs 


This year we are completing the sequence of our Occupational 
Drafting course, a two year program which was begun last year. 


In the Home Economics area some slight changes have been made 
in that we now are offering an exploratory home economics program 
primarily to freshmen although a number of upper class students are 
enrolled. Finally in the area of home economics a program devoted to 
Foods and Nutrition has been instituted and it is hoped that next year 
some of these students will get into food management class which we 
hope to institute. An Advanced Clothing class has been added to the 
home economics curriculum as has been a new course entitled home 
crafts. 


The Industrial Arts department is now offering an exploratory 
industrial arts course in which a quarter of a year is devoted to wood- 
working, blueprint reading, metals, and graphic arts. The purpose of 
this new program is to make our boys and girls aware of various 
career opportunities which may be available to them. 


In the areas of English, Mathematics, Science and Social Studies 
we have organized special needs classes ‘at the 9th and 10th grade 
levels. These are small classes of approximately 15 students each, and 
each has some 4 to 5 students who have certain special needs in the 
respective areas. These classes maintain a small enrollment intention- 
ally in order that the teacher may devote more time to individual stu- 
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dents. In some instances these classes are slightly larger than the 
preceding figures, but in these cases a special needs teacher or teacher 
aide works with the teacher in the classroom. 


Renovations 


Since the junior high school has moved from this building to its 
new quarters, certain renovations were made in the school plant. For 
example, that which used to be the guidance office for the junior high 
was converted back to a teachers lounge and work area as it had been 
several years ago. This area and a similar one in the old building are 
now well equipped with typewriters, spirit duplicators and photo 
copying equipment which makes teachers’ preparations much easier. 


The area which was formerly occupied by the junior high school 
administrative staff has been converted into office space for the de- 
partment heads of English, Social Studies, and Business. The depart- 
ment heads in Mathematics, Foreign Languages, and Industrial Arts 
still have no such area. The Science department has an office in the 
Science department area. 


The Business department has been moved from the first floor of 
the old building to the second floor of the new building thus making it 
possible to have better security for the various office machines. One of 
the business rooms has had ten units installed making it possible for 
us to provide the students with simulated office experience. 


Athletics 


In the area of athletics we were able to begin intramural pro- 
grams for the high school students but it soon became apparent that 
there was little interest on the part of the students, so the program 
was dropped. 


The soccer team is somewhat larger this year than it was last 
year, and our soccer program seems to be getting off to a good start. 


In the area of track, a girls team was provided last spring. In the 
past we have had girls go out for the track team but now of course we 
have both boys and girls track. 


Again this year we are providing a late bus not only for the ath- 
letes but for those other pupils who remain after school for various 
reasons. As has been the case in the past the number using this bus 
has dwindled down. We are now using the school mini bus to transport 
those few students who sign up in the office each day indicating they 
will need transportation. 


Health Education Programs 


Upon the recommendation of the health teachers, health education 
for both grades 9 and 10 is now being taught four days each week for 
half the school year. The freshmen are taking health during the first 
semester while the sophomores will take health during the second 
semester. This concentration of the subjects into more days for a 
shorter period of time is expected to make subject matter more ap- 
pealing and meaningful to the students. 


Membership In The New England Association of Schools and Colleges 


1976 will be the last year of our present membership status. In the 
spring of 1977 we will have a visiting team coming to Millbury High 
School to evaluate us relative to continued membership. 
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During the present year we have been starting the self evaluation 
process which is a very lengthy and involved process leading up to the 
work of the aforementioned committee. I have asked our guidance di- 
rector, William Cunning, to serve as chairman of the Steering Com- 
mittee. As of the present moment all staff members are members of 
two and often times three sub-committees which will be involved in 
the self evaluation. 


It is only fair to the staff of this school as well as the town of 
Millbury to know in advance that the New England Association of 
Schools and Colleges very seldom grant any more ten year member- 
ships. They state as being their reason the fact that so many changes 
are occurring in society and in schools at the present time that today 
good programs could be obsolete in five years. There, certainly, is food 
for thought. 

Discipline 

Those of us who have devoted years of our lives to young people, 
whether as parents, teachers or school principals must certainly look 
upon the attitude and behavior of many of today’s young people with 
a jaundiced eye. I would like to state at this point that the attitude 
and behavior of the vast majority of our boys and girls are good and 
healthy but like communities both large and small, from coast to coast, 
we have our problems. We have a fair share of pupils who by their 
actions are denying good educational opportunities to the majority. 
The situation in Millbury High School has improved over these past 
trying years of overlapping sessions. One reason for the improvement 
is of course the fact that it is now our school. High school boys and 
girls are no longer stacked in with junior high children—this has made 
a big difference. 


Another reason for the improvement lies in our present discipline 
code. In October of 1974 I organized a committee of teachers, students 
and parents for the purpose of developing a new up-to-date discipline 
code. There had been no revision of the discipline code for four years 
prior to that time. This committee worked from October to June in 
developing our present code, copies of which were distributed to all 
staff members and to all students so that there would be an absolute 
minimum of misunderstanding. The code is being enforced and is con- 
tributing to improved behavior on the part of some of our students. 


Space 


I feel that I would be remiss if I did not mention the fact that 
here at the high school we are still facing a space problem. Simply 
moving the junior high school students out has not provided additional 
room for us because we used these rooms from sun-up until] eleven in 
the morning for the past few years. We still have some study periods 
(granted they are small) which must meet in one of the cafeterias. 
Our library facility is inadequate for a school our size. Our guidance 
department is still operating from areas on two floors and these areas 
are too small 


Hopefully. the economy will improve and help make it possible to 
remedy these deficiencies.

TOWN WARRANT 


WORCESTER, S.S. 


To Either of the Constables of the Town of Millbury, in the 
County of Worcester, Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
directed to notify and warn the Inhabitants of the Town of Millbury, 
qualified to vote in the elections and Town affairs, to meet at their 
respective voting places to wit: Precinct No. 1 at the basement of the 
Baptist Church; Precinct No. 2 at the Elmwood Street School; Pre- 
cinct No. 3 at the Memorial High School; Precinct No. 4 at the 
Dorothy Manor School; and Precinct No. 5 at the East Millbury 
School, on Saturday, the tenth day of April, next at 8:00 in the 
forenoon, to elect the following officers to wit: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose one Parks Commissioner for a term of 
two (2) years; two Selectmen, one Auditor, two School Committee 
Members, one member of the Board of Health, one Moderator, one 
Tree Warden, one member of the Sewerage Commission, one Parks 
Commissioner, one member of the Planning Board, two Trustees of 
the Public Library, one Cemetery Commissioner and one Assessor, all 
for a term of three (3) years; and one member of the Re-Development 
Authority, one member of the Housing Authority, one Parks Commis- 
sioner and one member of the Planning Board all for a term of five 
(5) years. 


ARTICLE 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing and to meet on April 3, 1976, at 2:00 P.M. in the Memo- 
rial High School Auditorium in said Millburv and to act on the 
following articles to wit: 


ARTICLE 3. To hear the reports of several Town Officers and 
Committees and act thereon. 


ARTICLE 4. To appropriate either by taxation or transfer from 
available funds such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
Town Charges for the year ensuing, including sums for the lighting 
of streets, the salaries of Town Officials, the maintenance of the Town 
library, the observance of Memorial and Veterans Day, care and im- 
provement of cemeteries, care of clocks, care of fire alarms, the use of 
the Tree Warden, the use of Department of Veterans’ Services, salaries 
of Fire and Police Departments, Retirement Pensions, Town Engineer, 
or take any action thereon.

To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either 
by taxation or transfer from available funds a sum of money to cor- 
rect the drainage problem in the vicinity of Gould and Elmwood 
Streets, subject to obtaining any necessary easements, and the pro- 
visions of Chapter 131, Section 40, Wetlands Protection Act, or take 
any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 33. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either 
by taxation or transfer from available funds, a sum of money to cor- 
rect a drainage problem on Oakpond Avenue, subject to obtaining any 
necessary easements, and the provisions of Chapter 131, Section 40, 
Wetlands Protection Act, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 34. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either 
by taxation or transfer from available funds, a sum of money to cor- 
rect a drainage problem on Lakeview Road, subject to obtaining any 
necessary easements, and the provisions of Chapter 131, Section 40, 
Wetlands Protection "Act, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 35. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either 
by taxation or transfer from available funds, a sum of money to cor- 
rect a drainage problem from the catch basin in the vicinity of 30 
Juniper Drive in the easterly direction to five (5) feet (approximate) 
on the east side of the driveway at 28 Juniper Drive (approximately 
190 feet), subject to obtaining any necessary easements, and the pro- 
visions of Chapter 131, Section 40, Wetlands Protection Act, or take 
any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 36. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either 
by taxation or transfer from available funds, a sum of money to pur- 
chase a tractor—back hoe for use by the Town, said purchase to be 
made by a committee composed of the Board of Selectmen and the

To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either 
by taxation or transfer from available funds, a sum of money to be 
used in conjunction with and in addition to any funds allotted by the 
State for the construction, reconstruction, and improvements of Town 
Roads, or take any action thereon. 


To see if the Town will vote to appropriate an 
amount not to exceed $105,000.00 with the Town’s Share to be trans- 
ferred from the Sewer Reserve Account to finance the cost of engineer- 
ing and development of construction drawings and specifications for 
the Sewer Extentions, Sewer Interceptors and Appurtenant Works, 
provided that the total authorized appropriation would be reduced by 
ie amounts of any Federal and/or State Grants, or take any action 
thereon.

ARTICLE 4, Section 2—All Town Officers and Committees re- 
quired by law or vote at any Town Meeting, or requested by Selectmen 
to submit a written annual report, shall prepare and submit the same 
to the Board of Selectmen on or before the seventh day after the close 
of the calendar year, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 43. To see if the Town will vote to accept L. J. Faron 
Circle as a public way for its entire length as shown on a plan en- 
titled “Plan to show subdivision in Millbury, Massachusetts owned by 
Warrior Investment Trust Company” dated March 138, 1972, drawn by 
Kenneth M. Shaw and recorded with the Worcester County Registry 
of Deeds, Plan Book 364, Plan 68, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 44. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to make application for a Community Development 
Block Grant in an amount necessary to purchase and rehabilitate the 
exterior of the former Waters’ property located at 123 Elm Street, or 
take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 45. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either 
by taxation or transfer from available funds, a sum of money to oil 
the streets at Central Cemetery, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 46. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either 
by taxation or transfer from available funds, a sum of money to pur- 
chase a riding mower to be utilized in the Central Cemetery, or take 
any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 47. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either 
by taxation or transfer from available funds, sixteen dollars and 
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twenty-two cents ($16.22) to pay a Highway Department overdue bill 
due to Agway, Incorporated of South Grafton, or take any action 
thereon. 


ARTICLE 48. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum of 
thirty-three thousand nine hundred thirty-four dollars ($33,934.00) 
from Chapter 825, Section 1, of the Acts of 1974, for placement in a 
Highway Department working account, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 49. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either 
by taxation or transfer from available funds, the sum of $11,137.00 for 
the construction and/or improvement of Town Roads as requested by 
the Board of Selectmen, to be reimbursed from the Commonwealth 
under Chapter 765, Section 4, Acts of 1972, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 50. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either 
by taxation or transfer from available funds, a sum of money to con- 
struct a radius turn from Beach Street to the Eastbound lane of Elm- 
wood Street, subject to obtaining any necessary easements and the 
provisions of Chapter 131, Section 40, Wetlands Protection Act, or 
take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 51. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either 
by taxation or transfer from available funds, a sum of money to cor- 
rect a drainage problem in the vicinity of Lincoln Avenue, Park Street, 
and Hamilton Streets, subject to obtaining any easements and the pro- 
visions of Chapter 131, Section 40, Wetlands Protection Act, or take 
any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 52. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either 
by taxation or transfer from available funds, a sum of money to pur- 
chase from Robert F. Grenier et ux a certain parcel of land to the 
Town to be used for the purpose of constructing a sewage pump sta- 
tion; said land situated on the easterly side of Elm Court in the Town 
of Millbury, County of Worcester, containing 4,780 square feet more 
or less and is shown on plan by Kenneth M. Shaw Engineering Incor- 
porated dated January 22, 1976 and is to be recorded herewith. Prem- 
a to be conveyed are more particularly bounded and described as 

ollows: 


Beginning at the northwesterly corner of the tract, which point is 
3 89° 56’ 00” E 85 ft., more or less from the easterly side of Elm 
ourt. 


THENCE, S 89° 56’ 00” E 50 ft., more or less to the centerline of 
Singletary Brook.

ARTICLE 53. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either 
by taxation or transfer from available funds, a sum_of money to pur- 
chase from Laura F. Grenier a certain parcel of land to the Town to 
be used for the purpose of constructing a sewage pump station; said 
land situated on the easterly side of Elm Court, in the Town of Mill- 
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bury, County of Worcester, containing 3,570 square feet more or less 
and is shown on plan by Kenneth M. Shaw Engineering Incorporated 
dated January 22, 1976 and is to be recorded herewith. Premises to be 
conveyed are more particularly bounded and described as follows: 


BEGINNING at the northwesterly corner of the tract, which point 
is on the easterly sideline of Elm Court at land of L. Grenier. 


THENCE § 89° 56’ 00” E 85 ft., more or less to a point at land of 
R. Grenier.

ARTICLE .54. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate either 
by taxation or transfer from available funds, an additional sum of 
money to complete the installation of a pump and water well system 
at the Millbury Sewerage Treatment Plant, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 55. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Mill- 
bury Zoning By-law by amending Article 5. Definitions by adding the 
following definition: 


“Junk Yard—The use of any area of any lot, outside a building, 
for the storage, keeping, or abandonment of junk, or scrap or dis- 
carded materials, or the dismantling, demolition or abandonment of 
automobile(s) or other vehicle(s) or machinery or parts thereof. To 
include a recycling facility.”, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 56. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Mill- 
bury Zoning By-law as follows: 


1. Strike the language contained in the footnote referenced by “2” 
at Section 24.3 which presently reads, “Increase by 25 feet where abut- 
ting a Residence or Suburban district” and insert in place thereof the 
following: 


“Increase by 25 feet where abutting Residential, Suburban I or 
Suburban II district.” 


2. Strike the language contained in the footnote reference by “2” 
at Section 25.3 which presently reads, “If abutting a Residence or a 
Suburban District boundary, increase to 100 feet, of which 40 feet shall 
be free of any paving or outdoor storage of materials, and maintained 
with vegetation” and insert in place thereof the following. 


“If abutting a Residential, Suburban I or Suburban II District 
boundary, increase to 100 feet, of which 40 feet shall be free of any 
paving or outdoor storage of materials, and maintained with vegeta- 
tion.”, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 57. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Mill- 
bury Zoning By-law by striking Section 44 in its entirety, Open Space 
Community, and inserting in place thereof, the following: 
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SECTION 414 OPEN SPACE COMMUNITY 
44.1. Applicability 


The Board of Appeals may grant a special permit for the con- 
struction and occupancy of an Open Space Community in the Sub- 
urban I or Suburban II district, provided that the Community con- 
tains at least 10 contiguous acres, and subject to the following regu- 
lations and conditions. 


44.2. Intent 


The intent of Open Space Communities is to allow relatively in- 
tensive use of land, while at the same time preserving open space for 
conservation and recreation; to introduce variety and choice into resi- 
dential development; and to facilitate economical and efficient pro- 
vision of public services. 


44.3. Procedures 


44.31. Pre-Application Review. To promote better communica- 
tions and avoid misunderstanding, applicants are encouraged to submit 
preliminary materials for informal review by both the Board of Ap- 
peals and the Planning Board prior to formal application. Preliminary 
Subdivision Plans, shall be submitted to the Planning Board prior to 
application for a special] permit. 


44.32. Application. Applicants for a special permit for an Open 
Space Community shall submit to the Board of Appeals five copies of 
an application and an Overall Development Plan. All land shown on 
such plan must be contiguous, except for streets, though not neces- 
sarily in one ownership. If the plan involves more than one ownership, 
each owner of land included in the plan shall be a party to the appli- 
cation and, upon plan approval, subject to its provisions. 


44.33. Overall Development Plan shall indicate location and boun- 
daries of the site, proposed land and building uses, location of common 
open space, existing topography, grading plan, location and width of 
streets and ways, parking, areas of proposed and retained vegetation, 
distinctions between upland and wetland, drainage, sewerage, and 
height, bulk, use, location of any proposed structures, and the buildable 
land area as defined in 44.52. The plan shall have been prepared by a 
registered civil engineer. 


44.34. Other Materials. The application materials shall indicate 
each landowner’s interest in the land to be developed, the form of or- 
ganization proposed to own and maintain the common open space, the 
substance of covenants and grants of easements to be imposed upon 
the use of land and structures, and a development schedule which shall 
be limited to 7 years. 


44.4. Decision 


44.41. Review and Decision. Within 7 calendar days upon their 
receipt of the application and required plans, the Board of Appeals 
shall transmit two copies to the Planning Board and one copy of each 
to the Board of Health and Conservation Commission. The Planning 
Board, Board of Health, and Conservation Commission shall submit 
reports to the Board of Appeals within 45 days of the application date, 
and the Board of Appeals shall make no decision upon the application 
until receipt of all such reports, or until 45 days have lapsed since date 
of application without such reports. 
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44.42. Criteria. Approval of an Open Space Community shall 
be granted by the Board of Appeals only upon the Planning Board’s 
determination that the plan is superior to a conventional one in pre- 
serving open space for conservation er recreation; in utilizing natural 
features of the land; in allowing more efficient provision of streets, 
utilities, and other public services; and at least equal to a conventional 
plan in other respects. Means of achieving these objectives include: 


—Avoidance of frequent driveway openings onto through streets, 
or near street intersections. 


—Avoidance of extensive topographic change necessitating vege- 
tation and tree removal. 


—Preservation of natural landscape in large contiguous areas, en- 
hancing the likelihood of continuation of existing ecosystems. 


—Contiguity with preserved open space for a large proportion of 
the lots having reduced lot area. 


—Variations in lot sizes and building arrangements. 


—Use of Common Open Space to protect valuable natural environ- 
ments such as stream valleys, outstanding vegetation, or scenic spots, 
and to avoid development on geologically unsuitable land. 


—Avoidance of access via existing minor streets servicing single- 
family homes, especially where multi-family dwellings are sited. 


44.5. Requirements 


44.51. Number of Dwelling Units. The following maximum densi- 
ties shall be applied to the total area encompassed by the Overall De- 
velopment Plan in order to determine the maximum number of single- 
family dwelling units allowed in an Open Space Community. 


District Maximum Density 
Suburban II 0.9 single-family dwelling units per acre 
Suburban I 2.3 single-family dwelling units per acre 


The maximum number of multi-family dwelling units allowed 
within an Open Space Community shall equal two times the difference 
between the number of single-family dwelling units allowable under 
this section, and the number of single-family dwelling units proposed 
to be developed within the Open Space Community. 


Where the community includes more than one ownership, and/or 
lies in more than one district, the number of units allowed shall be cal- 
culated as above for each district and summed to give an overall allow- 
able total, which may be located on the plan without respect to allow- 
able subtotals by district or ownership. 


44.52. Buildable Land Area. The ‘Buildable Land Area’ shall be 
calculated by a registered land surveyor or registered civil engineer 
and shall be equal to the total area encompassed by the Overall De- 
velopment Plan, minus: 


—Land within a flood plain as defined by Section 36.1. 
—Fresh water wetlands, as defined by Section 40, Ch. 131, G.L. 


—Land having slopes in excess of 25%. 
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—Land previously prohibited from development under a conserva- 
tion restriction held by the Conservation Commission. 


—Land otherwise prohibited from development by local or state 
bylaw, regulation, or statute. 


Not more than 5% of the land designated for roads or lots for 
dwellings or other development within the Open Space Community 
shall fall outside the boundaries of the ‘Buildable Land Area.’ 


44.53. Dimensional requirements. Usual dimensional require- 
ments as they apply to individual lots shall be as follows, rather than 
as specified in Article 2.

44.54. Use requirements. Uses to be allowed or allowed by spe- 
cial permit shall be as specified in Section 2. However in developments 
containing at least 50 dwelling units, retail stores, offices, and service 
outlets deemed by the Board of Appeals to be primarily servicing the 
residents of the Open Space Community may be allowed, provided 5% 
of the overall non-business zoned land area of the development. tract 
is allocated to such use, and at no time does the gross floor area of all 
structures occupied for such uses exceed 5% of the gross floor area of 
all structures occupied within the non-business zoned portions of the 
development tract. Multi-family units shall only be allowed where 
serviced by public water and where access to them from a major street 
does not reouire use of a minor street substantially developed for 
single-family houses, and provided that there are not more than 24 
dwelling units in a single structure. 


44.55. Open Space. All land not designated for roads or lots for 
dwellings or other development within the Open Space Community 
shall be reserved for common use of the residents of the development 
or for public use. Common Open Space shall be preserved for recrea- 
tion or conservation, or public use, and shall comprise not less than 
30% of the total land area within the Overall Development Plan. Not 
less than 25% of the land preserved for Common Open Space shall 
contain Buildable Land as defined in 44.52. Preservation of Common 
Open Space shall be guaranteed through one or a combination of the 
following, which shall be stipulated in the Special Permit. 


a) Conveyance to and acceptance by the ‘town of Millbury. 


b) Conveyance to and acceptance by the Millbury Conservation 
Commission. 


c) Dedication, by covenant or comparable legal instrument, to the 
community use of the residents of the development tract, for recrea- 
tional or conservation purposes, with active uses serving those resi- 
dents and their non-paying guests only. Structures shall be erected 
thereon only incidental to one or more of the foregoing uses, Building 
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coverage shall not exceed 2% in such dedicated areas, and building 
height shall not exceed 15 feet. Ownership of common open space shall 
be arranged and maintenance shall be permanently assured through an 
incorporated homes association, condominium deeds, or other recorded 
land agreement through which each lot owner in the development is 
automatically involved and each lot is subject to a charge for a share 
of the maintenance expenses; or through comparable arrangement 
satisfactory to the Board of Appeals. In addition the town shall be 
granted an easement or restriction over such land sufficient to ensure 
its perpetual reservation for conservation, recreation, or park land. 


44.6. Later change 


No lot shown on a plan for which a Permit has been granted for 
an Open Space Community may be further subdivided so as to increase 
the number of lots, and no structure may be altered so as to increase 
the number of dwelling units, unless approved on Special Permit fol- 
lowing a hearing by the Board of Appeals. 


44.7. 


Prior to issuance of an occupancy permit or sale of any lot 
within an Open Space Community, all lots to be so developed shall 
be shown on a plan recorded in the Registry of Deeds or registered 
with the Land Court, and a covenant or other instrument satisfactory 
to the Board of Appeals shall have been executed assuring the con- 
servation or recreational use of lands so designated in the applica- 
tion’., or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 58. To see if the Town will vote to accept a drainage 
easement from Oscar J. Lord, et al, as shown on a plan entitled “Plan 
to show drainage easement in Millbury, Massachusetts, on land owned 
by Oscar J. Lord, et al,” drawn by Kenneth M,. Shaw, and dated De- 
ar 11, 1975. Easement is more particularly bounded and described 
as follows: 


BEGINNING at the northwesterly corner of said easement, which 
point is on the easterly side of Ellenwood Road, and is the north- 
westerly corner of land owned by Oscar J. Lord. 


THENCE, N 83° 43’ 23” E 84.44 ft., by land of Marie Buckley to 
a. point at land of Gordon Modig. 


THENCE, S 4° 12’ 27” E 20.01 ft., by land of Gordon Modig to a 
point at other land of the grantor.

Easement is more particularly bounded 
and described as follows: 


BEGINNING at the northeasterly corner of said easement, said 
point being 52.53 ft. westerly of a stk. at the westerly side of Abbott 
Place.

tracts by taxation, by transfer from available funds, or by borrowing 
as provided under the provisions of Section 7 of Chapter 44 of the 
General Laws, as amended by Chapter 63 of the Acts of 1966, or take 
any action thereon.
